SENATOR BECK’S SPEECH. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinetox, D. C., April 12.—The Senate 
hada short session to-day, and adjourned to 
ve Gentleman George au opportunity to 
the elaborate speech that he is prepar- 
ing, Which he now expects to deliver to- 
morrow. There was nothing unusual in the 
proceedings, unless some of the declarations 
made by Senator Beck are to be regarded as 
significant.

Numerous questions from Republican 
Senators, the purpose of which was to ascer- 
tain whether the suggestion of Beck was the 
Democratic program, failed to elicit any sat- 
isfactory reply. It has since been ascertained 
that there has been some talk among Demo- 
eratic Senators of ahsenting themselves and 
'  PATRING DOWN TO A QUORUM, 
and to leave e Senate in that condition dur- 
ing the summer. It has bren thought possible 
that the declaration of Senator Beck to-day 
wasintended as a feeler to ascertain how 
such & program would be received by the pub- 


campaign. It is said that Beck,

PROCEEDINGS ™ 
IN THE SENATE, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 12.—In the Sen- 
ate, on motion of Mr. Burnside, a resolution 
was adopted requesting the President to com- 
municate to the Senate any information in 
the possession of the Government touching 
the alleged arrest and imprisonment of 
Michael Boyton, who claims to bea eitizen 
of the United States, by the Government of 
Great Britain. 

The Vice-President laid before the Senate 
the unfinished business, the resolution for the 
election of Senate officers, and the usual mo- 
tion to go into executive session was with- 
drawn at the request of Mr. Dawes, who 
stated it had not been expected.

we have surrendered everything that tends 
to the convenience and comfort of the Sena- 
tors. But when you present to us a list of 
names for officers, and among them that of a 
man from Virginia who was the head and 
front of repudiation in that State, we do not 
propose to go any further.” He was not go- 
ing to say the Republicans were doing this 
because of a corrupt bargain. Because he 
did not intend to make the Senate Chamber 
A BEAR GARDEN, 
but the country at large had strong sus- 
picions that the alliance was a foul one. 
The leading Republican press of the country 
had charged it in terms so offensive that 
when a Senator (Voorhees) had had an ex- 
tract from a Republican paper read, the 
danger of personal responsibility had been 
threatened. He referred to tacts which 
tended to show that there had been a bar- 
gain, emphasizing the fact that Mahone had 
been ponees on committees which would 
give him the greatest influenee with the peo- 
ple of Virginia. While he avoided express- 
ing an ovinion here, when the Virginia elec- 
tion came on, a Senator from Massachusetts 
(Dawes) was going to keep the Senate in 
session till December, he would invite that 
Senator to pair with him and go there in 
September or October. Ille (Beek) would 
tell the people what he could not decorously 
do here,—what he thought was the meaning, 
the purpose, and intent of all this action. 
The Senators might as well spend their time 
canvassing in Virginia as quarreling in this 
chamber. Whether the action of the Demo- 
crais | 
WAS REVOLUTIONARY OR NOT, DEPENDED 
on this fact. If they believed the Repub- 
licans had entered into a corrupt bargain, 
and were seeking to carry it out, ought not 
the Democrats to arrest the consummation 
of that bargain by every means in their 
power? Could anything be more dangerous 
than legislation organized by corruption? 
Were the Democrats right in assuming the 
bargain was a corrupt one? If so, they could 
go before any community in America and 
say they had prevented the consummation of 
that bargain, and the answer would be, 
“Well done, chou good and faithful servant.” 
If they had not done right, they would be 
held responsible. They would take that 
risk on, the facts, and discuss them 
with the Republicans anywhere in Virginia, 
and elsewhere. He proceeded to argue that 
there could be no constitutional majority 
where there was no constitutional quorum, 
and called attention to the fact that if the 
Democrats should go home there would be 
but thirty-eight Republicans left,—less than 
aquorum. So the Democrats were relied 
upon to help them consummate a bargain. 
The Democrats did not intend to do so and 
to allow the honor of the old commonwealth 
of Virginia to pass into the hands of the 
worst elements of Virginia society. 
THE MEN OF VIRGINIA 
who were resisting the Readjusters were men 
who had been standing up fora free vote, a 
fair count, and the honest payment of the 
debt. The pretext that the Republicans were 
picking out a body of men to give a free 
vote and a fair count was a pre- 
tence the country would never accept. It 
was“ anything to beat Democracy,” without 
regard to where the aid came from.

THE SIX PER CENTS. 
To the Western Associated Press, 

Wasuinaton, D. C., April 14 — The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury has received telegrams 
from several National banks accepting the 
terms offered in his notice of westerday rel- 
ative to the 6 per cent bonds. Several indi- 
dividual holders of 6 per cent bonds, called 
by Secretary Windom yesterday afternoon, 
informed him to-day by telegraph that they 
will not present their bonds fer redemption, 
but will allow them to continue, accepting 
the rate of percentage offered. 

It will cost but very little to issue the reg- 
istered bonds in place of the 6s to those who 
desire to continue at 3% per cent. The reg- 
istered bonds will be printed from the same 
plate that the original bonds were worked 
off. The only change in the bond will be the 
stamping on the back the condition under 
which it is issued, The Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing have been ordered to prepare 
bonds in conformity with the plans of the 
Department. If the exchange of 3); per 
cent registered certifieates for the called 6s 
works satisfactorily, and there is every indi- 
cation that it will, the Treasury Department 
will deal with the maturing 55 in the same 
way. Thus, if. all the holders of called 6s 
choose to retain their bonds at 3½ per cent 
interest, the Secretary of the Treasury will 
call a like amount of 5 percents. He will 
thus be fortified in case holders of 5s should 
refuse the option offered them. But

to their acceptance of the terms of continu- 
ancy. Then the Department can go on call- 
ing in the 58. ny this means the whole of 
the maturing debt will be practically re- 
funded at 3½ per cent, without the passage 
of a refunding bill, and if sueeessful it would 
be much more economical for the Govern- 
ment than the placing of a new bond, which 
would varry with if the expense of new 
plates and the commission paid for the pla- 
cing of a new loan. 

Another point in favor of the Treasurer’s 
scheme is the fact that the reduction of the 
rate of interest does not carry with it any 
specified time for which the rate of 3‘¢ per 
cent will be paid. As the revenues of the 
Treasury permit, the Secretary can pay off 
at will any of the bonds in the case of a new 
loan. A certain time that it should run 
would have to be specified in issuing bonds. 
Before taking the important step that he has, 
Secretary Windom received assurances from 
the largest holders of maturing bonds that 
they were perfectly willing to retain them at 
oO per cent. 

SECRETARY WINDOM SAYS 

that from assurances already received he 
feels much encouraged as to his Ime of 
policy regarding the maturing United States 
bonds, and that, judging from the present 
indications, it will prove successful. A nuim- 
ber of telegrams had been received from the 
National banks and other holders of 6 per 
cent bonds announcing concurrence in the 
Secretary’s plan, and saying that they pre- 
ferred to have their bonds extended at3', 
per cent rather than have them redeemed. A 
number of Congressmen, including mem- 
bers of the Senate Finance Commuit- 
tee, called on the Secretary this 
afternoon and tendered congratulations 
upon the course adopted, unanimously 
predicting its success. Senator Sherman did 
not call, but itis said at the Department 
that he favors the course which the 
Secretary has concluded to pursue. There 
is every reason to believe the same plan will 
be pursued with regard to the outstanding 
5 percents. The Department is busily en- 
gaged to-day sending out cifculars and 
blank forms relative to the 6 per cent bonds, 
and their conversion into 3½ certificates. 
First Controller Lawrence has framed an 
indorsement, to be placed upon the registered 
bonds, and submitted it to the Secretary, by 
whom it was adopted. 


MRS. CHRISTIANCY. 
TESTIMONY IN HER DEFENSE.

Wasurnoatoy, D. C., @pril 12.—The taking 
of testimony in the divorce suit of ex-Senator 
Christiancy against his wife was resumed 
this afternoon before the Examiner.

13 DAKOTA, 
SKE HAS BEEN STARVED OUT, AND NOW 
SHE HAS BEEN DROWNED OUT. 

Wasnuinaeton, D. C., April 12.—Gov. Ord- 
way, of the Territory of akota, called upon 
the President to-day, and also upon the Sec- 
retary of War, to urge the importance of im- 
mediate assistance upon the part of the Gov- 
ernment to the citizens of Dakota rendered 
homeless by disastrous floods. The Governor 
represented the utterly impoverished con- 
dition of the sufferers and their inability to 
purchase supplies, and asked the Secretary 
of War te authorize the issuing of Govern- 
ment rations, as was done at the time of the 
floods in Mississippi afew years ago. The 
matter was referred by the President to the 
Secretary of War, who promised immediate 


attention. 

In conference with the President and 
Secretary Lincaln, Gov. Ordway showed 
them a telegram from Acting-Gov. Hand, re- 
ceived this morning: “The victims of the 
late disaster are in no condition to repay 
anything loaned. They throw themselves on 
the charity of the Government. We need 
provisions, clothing, and blankets.” 

Secretary Lincoln has telegraphed to Gen. 
Terry at St. Paul to use his discretion in is- 
suing and distributing supplies and clothing 
from the Government stores to people along 
the river from Pierre to Yankton and Ver- 
milion, where the greatest destitution pre- 
vails. It is hoped this measure of relief will 
be sufficient. Gov. Ordway * the 
Acting Governor to draw upon him person- 
ally, if necessary, to relieye immediate suf- 
fering.

CoLumsvs, O., April 12.—A large meeting of 
representative Republicans from various sec- 
tions of the State was held in the hall of the 
House of Representatives to-night, the occa- 
sion being a meeting ot the State Repub- 
lican Committee, which will decide to-morrow 
the time of holding the State Convention. Gen. 
Keifer was selected as the President of the 
meeting, andina happy speech congratulated 
the Republieans on the great Victory gained by 
not only the Republicans of Ohio last year, but 
of the greater achievement, the triumph of the 
Republicans of the Nation. In speaking of 
the work the Ohio Republicans bad before 
them this year, Gen. Keifer stated that it could 
not be regarded as less than of National impor- 
tance, as the voice of the President's own State 
would be regarded as an approval or disap- 
proval of the Administration of President Gar- 
field. The present attitude of the Bourbon 
Democrats, now in a minority in the Senate of 
the United States, in obstructing legislation, 
could not be regarded in any other light than 
that of revolution, and he earnestly boped that 
in this late day the principles for which the Ke- 
publican party had battled for twenty years 
would not be lost, that principle being that the 
majority shall rule. 

Gen. Keifer was followed by the Hon. Wil- 
iam H. West, who delivered an eloquent speech.

CRIMINAL NEWS. 


Startling Revelations in Regard to 
the Officers of a Den- 
ver Bank. 


Its President Claimed to Be a 
Crook and a Fugitive from 
Justice, 


— 


Lost of His Associates Said to Be of 
the Same Stripe. 
Further Particulars Regarding the 
Swindling Firm of Wash- 
burne & Co. 


A Rich Hotelkeeper at Battle Creek, 
Mich., Charged with Whisky 
Frauds. 


WASHBURNE & co. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Boston, April 12.—Charies G. Smith. connected 
with the St. Joe swindling boot and shoe tirm. 
has been placed under $30,000 bonds for trial. It 
now appears that, when be was obliged to leave 
Boston in aburry, three years ago, he went 
West and finally turned up in Chicago in the 
sorest need. To live he was obliged to go 
peddling, and for a time sold toy birds and other 
knickknacks on the streets. It is presumed that 
while knocking about Chicago he fell into the 
company of the gang Who planned tne job. A. 
B. Washburne, after whom the swindling frm 
was named, was formerly a drummer for a Chi- 
cago house, and hada thorough knowledge of 
the country further west. It was through him 
that the money advanced by the plotters to the 
tirm was handied in order to draw the wool over 
the eyes of Bradstreet’s Mercantile Agency iu 
Chicago. In November, 1879, Washburne and 
Smith opened their business by depositing $20,000 
in cash iu the Merchants’ Bank of that city. Two 


traveling men were employed to appar- 
ently work up a trade, while tne 
proprietors presumably made occasional 


trips into the country to work up the business. 
Stock worth $20,000 was purchased and the house 
was looked upon as reliable. Soon after be- 
ginning business the tirm presented some 
“Chicago improvement bonds at the Mer- 
chants and requested cash for them. The 
umount first presented was $25,000. and the 
bank officials began to suspect something wrong 
and ret used the request. From this time on A. 
B. Wasbburne & Co. bergan to check for the 
money on deposit. The day receipts, varying from 
$25 to $7W, continued to be deposited. Thus 
inatters went on until the spring. Large quan- 
tities of goods continued to arrive frow the 
East, andthe firm seemedto be doing a good 
business, as it was shipping largely to cities fur- 
ther west. Suddenly Smith disappeared, and 
then afew months later Washburne departed. 
The bank officials soon found that the firm bad 
withdrawn its whole account except two cents. 
The Urm's shingle, however, remained, but the 
store was closed. Complaints and inquisie» be- 
gun to pour in from all quarters, and they were 
of such a pature as to show that the members 
of the tirm were swindlers. The store was 
finally opened. Nothing but empty boxes and 
three pairs of boots, however, were found. The 
sate wus opened and the books found to be gone. 
In addirion to wetting goods., Washburne & Smith 
managed to get numerous loans on their notes 
from many Western business firms they came in 
contact with on the strength of their supposed 
wealth. Some of their notes were for over $1,000, 
and yet remain tu be paid. The men who were 
thus ewindled in the West bave all along been 
anxious to bring the tricksters to justice. This 
was the chief reason why Washburne & Smith 
left the States.

STARTLING REVELATIONS. 

DENVER, Colo., April 12.— This morning's News 
contains startling revelations concerning the 
history of the President and Board of Directors 
of the Commercial Bank of this city, which was 
incorporated the 2ist of last February, with a 
capital of $100,000 and g supposititious reserve 
fund of an equal amount. The Board of LDirec- 
tors consist of James L. Van Woert, President; 
Ellen M. Van Woert, Cashier; and Pliny S. Rice, 
Horace W. Cotton, and P. T. Smith, Directors. 


The News says these people evidently 
bad plans well advanced towards per- 
pet rating a gigantic swindle, and con- 


tinues substantially as follows? “Van Woert, 
the President, served six years in the Pen- 
tentiary at Charlestown, Mass., for passing 
counterfeit money in 1560. Subsequentiy he 
started a bogus bank at Winsted, Coun., bimecif 
as President and his wife as Cashier. He d- 
appeared, leaving many debts and swindling 
hundreds of people. Indictments for bigamy 
are pending over his bead. and be is accused of 
manv other crimes. His associates, with the ex- 
ception of Cotton and Smith, are of the same 
stripe. Rice is well known to the police, and 
there is an indictment against him at Leadvillé 
for obtaining money under false pretenses. 
Van Woert was to leave to-day for New York to 

lace $500,000 stock belonging to the Longmount, 
Middle Park & Pacific Railroad.“ 


DEFRAUDING THE REVENUE.

BATrik Creek, Mich., April 12.— The United 
States Internal Revenue officerg have for a long 
time been doing considerable detective work in 
this vicinity looking up evidence against A. C. 
Arnold, a notorious “crook,” who has made 
much money by fraud and crime. He is rich, 
aud keeps a hotel which is the resort of thieves 
and blacklegs, whom he protects and buys 
criminally-gotten property of. He was convict- 
ed at the last Circuit Court of conspiracy to de- 
fraud the Nationa! Bank of Sturgis out of $2,000 
by means of forged names on drafts. This case 
was appealed and is now awaiting trial in the 
Supreme Court. Lately he has been en- 
gaged in selling contraband whisky with- 
out a license, and his hotel has be- 
come a notorious place for drunks and 
disturbances. His plan wasto mix about one- 
eight cider with the whisky and seil it as hard- 
cider, and thus evade the heavy license. He 
also put poor whisky up in quart bottles, with a 
little sugar in it and sold it for“ Rock and Rye.

Schaefer in the meantime was quite cool and 
composed, and, though he sometimes went to 
the tubie and returned without making a count, 
yet the fact that he was ahead of his opponent 
served to keep him calm. When Schaefer 
waiked to the tuble for the tifty-sixth inning he 
bad 1.1% shots to his credit, aud Slosson 
but 783.

Jay Gdouo yesterday purchasen Tom 
Seott’s interest in the Texas & Pacific Rail- 
road, which is of course a controlling inter- 
est, paying therefor four millions of dollars 
in cash. He was at once elected President 
of the Company. This road will now be in- 
cluded in what Is known as the Gould com- 
bination” in the Southwest. The present 
Texas & Pacific Rallroad is the result of sev- 
eral combinations. Its present completed 
mileage is stated to be: 

From Shreveport to Fort Worth 


Marshall, Tex., to Texarkana 
Texarkana, Ark., to Sherman 


The “Gould combination,” prior to this ac- 
quisition, controlled the Missouri Pacific, 421 
miles; the Missouri, Kansas & Texas, 808 
miles; the St. Louis, lron Mountain & South- 
ern, 684 miles; and the International & 
Great Northern, 529 miles; the whole em- 
bracing, with the Texas & Pacific (443 miles), 
a total of 2,885 miles of completed road. 
Many of these lines are only partially com- 
pleted. They comprise nearly all the roads 
in Texas and those leading to St. Louis. ‘The 
indebtedness of the Texas & Pacific was two 
years ago about $24,000,000, of which there 
was $6,000,000 capital stock. The Texas Pa- 
cific originally was intended to extend to San 
Diego in California. The price paid, consid- 
ering the debts, may be considered a liberal 
one, as the road of itself, except as partof a 
general system, such as Gould now controls, 
would be comparatively valueless. For the 
details of this transaction we refer the reader 
to our Philadelphia and other correspond- 


ence.

Ox the lith day of February last eight 
years ago the Republic was prociaimed in 
Spain, andthe Republican partyin Madrid 
and other large cities intended to celebrate 
the day ina becoming manner. But the Gov- 
ernment interdicted the celebration. In- 
stead of a vote of thanks, the Span- 
ish Cabinet under Canovas received 
a vote of censure from the Cortes, the Liberal 
Dynastic party voting chiefly with the Repub- 
licans in the affirmative. The rising clouds 
around the political horizon determined King 
Alfonso to meet the situation in a becoming 
manner, and he authorized Senor Sagasta, 
the leader of the Liberal-Dynastic party, to 
forma new Cabinet. The sole condition 
which the King attached tothis order was 
the appointment of Martinez Campos as Sec- 
retary of War. Thus it happened that for 
the first time the Liberal-Dynastic, or Mon- 
archic-Liveral party, came into power 
through the order of the King himself with- 
out resorting to arms. The consequence is 
that King Alfonso must be regarded as a capt- 
ivein his own palace, because he cannot ab- 
golutely dispose of the army, which after 
all is in times like the present the 
chief element to guard the existence 
and prestige of a European throne. 
But it mhst be admitted that Martinez 
Campos is very much attached to the person 
of the King, and in case of dissensions be- 
tween the new Ministry and the Crown he 
will, undoubtedly espouse the cause of the 
latter. The President of the Cabinet, Sa- 
gasta, however, is the man who proclaimed 
a short time ago In the Cortes that, between 
mouarchy and liberty, his party would de- 
clare in favor of liberty. The new Cabinet 
is composed as follows: Sagasta, President; 
De Armijo, Secretary of State; Alonzo 
Martinez, Justice; Martinez Campos, War; 
Gen. Pavia, Navy.

SECRETARY WINDOM’S NEW REFUNDING 
SCHEME. 


The formal announcement of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury’s project for getting rid 
ofthe 6 per cent bonds, which become re- 
deemable July 1, presenta substantially the 
same terms which have already been de- 
scribed by Tue Tripune. The Secretary 
makes a call of the entire list of outstanding 
6 per cents, amounting to nearly $200,000,000, 
At the same time he says to the holders there- 
of that if they prefer to retain a Government 
security at 344 per cent, and file a request be- 
fore May 10 next that these bonds shal! be 
continued at the latter rate during the 
Government’s pleasure, such request will be 
granted and their bonds returned to them 
w ith an indorsement stamped thereon stipu- 
lating that the securities shall draw 3\¢ per 
cent interest after July 1 until such a time as 
the Government shal! elect to pay them. 

This scheme offers advantages both to the 
‘Government and the holders of the 6 per 
cent bonds. The Secretary of the Treasury 
will be able to estimate by the middle of 
May how many of the 6 per cent bonds the 
Government will be required to pay July 1, 
and he can make his arrangements accord- 
ingly during the intervening forty-five days. 
The bonds not transmitted to Washington 
with the request for continuance at 3% per 
cent before May 10 will need to be paid under 
the cali that has been issued. The Secretary 
will know then whether the surplus revenue 
that shall be on hand July 1 will be sufficient 
to meet the payment of the called bonds, or 
whether it will be necessary to sell 4 or 4% 
per cents,and how many. This course will 

prevent any shortage or confusion when the 
time for redemption shall arrive. x 

The rate of 84 per cent is as low as would 
attract propositions for continuing the old 

bonds after they had been called by the Gov- 
ernment and under conditions which subject 
them to redemption at any time. It is esti- 
mated that the 43¢ per cents, with ten years 
to run, yield about 344 per cent after allow- 
ing for the premium; but the continued 
bonds may be regared as running not longer 
than the first of the ensuing year, as Con- 
gress will probably mature a refunding law 
early in the regular session next winter, and 
hence the rate adopted is not too high. An 
additional inducement is offered to the hold- 
ers of the 6 per cents to continue their bonds 
at the new rate by a prepayment of the last 
instailment of 6 per cent interest at the date 
when the new contract shall be closed. 

Secretary Windom counts upon about one- 
half the outstanding 6 per cents being con- 
tinued or renewed at 3 per cent. The result 
will probably verify his anticipation. The 
National] banks hold nearly $50,000,000 of these 
bonds, and they will prefer to renew them at 
par for 34 per cent interest rather than take 
their money and buy 4 per cents at a premium 
of 114, as they will need the United States 
securities to maintain their circulating notes. 
Savings banks, insurance companies, and 
trust funds will be influenced largely by the 

same consideration, and the only people who 
will prefer wo take the money for their ma- 
turing 6 per cents will be those who do not 
feel an obligation to invest in Government 
securities, but desire to avail themselves of 
the higher rates of interest offered by rail- 
road bonds and other corporate or individual 
; investments, | 
Tf $100,000,000 of the 6 per cents shall be 
dl at the rate of , per cent interest, 
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$2,500,000 in interest. If $70,000,000 more of 
these bonds can be paid off July 1, out ot the 
surplus revenue, the Government interest 
charge will be further reduced $4,200,000 
per year. About $30,000,000 of the 6 per 
cents will remain to be provided for, and to 
meet this the Secretary of the Treasury will 
have $104,000,000 of either 4 per cents or 4 
per cents which he can sellata premium. 
If his scheme in regard to the 6 per cents 
shall prove practicable and popular, of which 
there is little doubt, it is probable that Mr. 
Windom will decide to sell all the 4 per cents 
which he has authority. to sell, and, 
after paying off the small residue of 
6 per cents out of the proceeds, will 
then call, say, 5100,000, 000 of 5 per 
cents, subject to the same privilege of 
renewal at 34 per cent which was given to 
the holders of the 6 percents. Similar suc- 
cess In the new call will enable him to cen- 
tinue the process still further; and by the 
time Congress shall convene practical direc- 
tion and considerable headway will have 
been given to the work of refunding. 

Under the procedure that has been adopted 
by Secretary Windom no doubt can be cast 
upon the legality of the transaction whereby 
the old bonds shall bé continued at a lower 
rate of interest. Certainly the Secretary of 
the Treasury has the right to call the 6 per 
cents. When the proposition shall originate 
with the individual holders of the bonds to 
continne them at the rate of 3% instead of 
6 per cent, the Government can scareely be 
denied the right of acceding to terms so fa- 
vorable,. and no practical question can be 
raised against the validity of securities that 
will have been changed in no other respect 
except as to rate of interest upon which both 
parties are agreed. -The plan is at once in- 
genious and fair, and its successful opera- 
tion will be a credit to the new Administra- 
tion. 


DEMOCRATIC MAJORITY IN TOWN OFFI- 
CERS ONLY 500 IN CHICAGO. 

A comparison of the votes for town and 
for city officers in the late election reveals 
some instructive facts. We take the vote for 
Collector as the basis of comparison, there 
being less scratching of the candidates for 
that oflice than of those for Assessor. The 
returns from the South Town areas follows:

The tetal vote for Mayor was 63,442 and 
for Collector 61,149; and it is a fair pre- 
sumption that the 2.2% persons who neg- 
lected or forgot to vote for town officers 
would have been equally divided between 
the parties on a straight issue. The remark- 
able facts brought out by this comparison 
are: 

1. That the Republican candidates for Col- 
lector polled 2,477 more votes than the Ke- 
publican candidate for Mayor. 

2. That this difference was exhibited in 
every ward in the city, except the Fifth, 
where Clark led Farwell by only four votes. 

3. That the Democratic candidates for Col- 
lector polled fewer votes that the Democratic 
candidate fur Mayor in every ward in the 
city without exception, and that this dis- 
crepancy in the aggregate amounted to 4,770 
votes. 

In view of the fact that the elections for 
both sets of officers were held simultaneously, 
and that the same officers and polling-places 
served for both, it is perfectly clear that the 
Republican ticket was slaughtered by Re- 
publicans. The small Democratic majority 
of 495 on the combined town tickets does not 
truly represent the strength of the parties on 
a square issue, for it is notorious that in elec- 
tions of this kind the drift, ur the head of the 
ticket, takes with it many for the whole 
ticket. A thousand ‘Republican Germans 
who voted for Harrison supported Raber for 
City Treasurer, who was beaten 5,702 votes, 
or 2,000 less than the head of his ticket, 
while Sennott. running for City Clerk, fared 
still better, having been beaten only 3,818, 
showing 4,000 less scratches than were 
inflicted on the head of the ticket. 

The returns show that thousands of Re- 
publicans who resolved to vote for the Dem- 
ocratic city officers,in whole or part, also 
cast their ballots for the Republican town 
ticket. 

There is much encouragement for Repub- 
licans in the returnsof the town élections. 
They show that the city is Republican when 
the party is harmonious and united. No 
side issues were raised by the town candi- 
dates on the Republican ticket. ‘The gam- 
blersand pimps were not arrayed against 
them, except incidentally and in consequence 
of their interest in the city ticket. TheJews 
had no special animosity to the Republican 
candidates for town offices. The saloon- 
keepers, the brewers, distillers, stink-facto- 
ries, street-railroad companies, and the Com- 
munists had no particular concern in their 
defeat or election. The result was that while 
Harrison had 7,700 majority the candi- 
dates for Collector on the Democratic 
side in the three towns had an aggregate 
majority of less than 500, while 
the Republicans elected the Assessors 
in the South and West Towns, and the Super- 
visor in the West Town, and were defrauded 
of the Collector in the North Town by an un- 
1 oy fraudulent “count out” on the 

Democratic Canvassing Board. 
The land-slide on the city ticket in favor of 
Harrison undoubtedly carried with it at a 
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town tickets, but for which all the Repub- 
lican town candidates would have been 
elected, except Bümmel Miller, who was 
scratched and buried under 3,600 majority by 
the disgusted North-Siders. The lesson of 
the election is, therefore, that the success the 
Democrats achieved was wholly due to Re- 
publican votes given to them on purely side 
issues, and that Chicago is a Republican city 
whenever its voters stick together and sup- 
port their nominees.

PUBLIC BUSINESS IN THE SENATE. 
One of the most sensible and practical 
men in the United States Senate is Gen. 
Joseph R. Hawley, of Conneeticut, and this 
gentleman ina recent speech made the best 
argument yet submitted in defense of the 
present extraordinary condition of affairs in 
the Senate. His argument was, that univer- 
sal suffrage was the law of the land, and that 
universal suffrage was not permitted at the 
South; that the Republicans had presented 
to the Senate a constitutional resolution 
providing for a eonstitutional purpose, and 
insisted that a constitutional majority should 
rule in the Senate, and should rule in the 
country. The South was controlled bya 
solid, compact body of men utterly opposed 
to the constitutional principle of universal 
suffrage, and were able to maintain the 
solidity of their organization by violating 
that frinciple in its practical operation. The 
purpose of the American people was that the 
Fifteenth Amendment shall not be a failure. 
Ile then added: 


I say it comes down to you from that inevita- 
ble compactness of organization, and will, and 
despotic power that the great slave system im- 

sed upon you; and the mistake you make now 
sin applying to a day of universal freedom the 
tactics, the compactness of organization, the 
despotism of discipline which your party needed 
in old times, and which the great pecuniary and 
social interests and prejudicesof slavery made 
necessary. The day has gone by for that too; 
and all over your South are young men and mid- 
dle-uged men, Confederates and non-Confed- 
erates, who are waiting for the good time to 
break down this social and political ostra- 

and open the south to a gen- 
and a_ fraternity 
political and public questions 
to which you have been a stranger. od bless 
every man that comesto do that; and, whether 
I agree with him upon bis State tactics or not, 
when he comes of his own free accord, without 
promise, without pledge of any description, and 
takes his seat upon this side and tells you that he 
does not care for your caucus; that what you do 
in there is a matter of total indifference to him, 
[ shake hands with him, Mahone or anybody 
else, and the more of them the more welcome. 


For this purpose, he said, this resolution to 
elect a Secretary and Sergeant-at-Arms at 
this time had been proposed, and it was in- 
tended by the majority to adopt it, no matter 
how long the opposition might delay the ac- 
tion. 

The trouble we have with this argument 
is that it is untimely; that the end sought is 
demanded by unusual and extraordinary 
means, and that the struggle, no matter how 
high the original purpose, has degenerated 
into a mere and indecorous contest as to 
which of two gangs of political bummers 
shall hold office and draw pay for six months’ 
vacation of the Senate. 

The condition of parties is that the present 
Secretary of the Senate and Sergeant-at- 
Arms, with their subordinates, are Demo- 
crats; that there are thirty-seven caucus- 
pledged Democrats opposing the election of 
new ofiicers. On the other hand, there are 
thirty-seven Republicans, and Senator Ma- 
hone, of Virginia. And it is proposed by 
these, with the casting vote of the Vice- 
President, to elect Riddleberger Sergeant-at- 
Arms, and the somewhat notorious political 
adiventurer, George C. Gorham, Secretary. 
Thus, without calling upon the Vice-Presi- 
dent, parties are divided thirty-seven to 
thirty-seven, with Mahone (Democrat) acting 
with the Republicans, and Davis (Republie- 
an) acting with the Democrats. W hen the res- 
olution to eléct officers is taken up the thirty- 
seven Democrats talk all day against it and 
prevent a vote; when the motion 1s made to 
proceed to the consideration of executive 
business, the thirty-seven Republicans, and 
Mahone, vote it down. And the result is 
that nothing is done. 

We can understand the full force of Sen- 
ator Hawley’s reasoning, and admit that the 
majority is entitled to rule; but unfortu- 
nately it is too late in our parliamentary 
practice and law to attempt to deny the 
minority of the Senate such powers of delay 
as they may choose to exercise. It is buta 
few weeks since the Republican minority of 
the llouse resisted the action of the Demo- 
cratic majority, going so far at times as to 
leave the hall l a body and the House with- 
outa quorum, and at other times breaking 
the quorum by refusing to vote. 

There are other plain matter-of-fact con- 
siderations which strongly appeal to the good 
sense and judgment of the people of the 
country. In the first place, the Senate alone 
is not Congress. ‘The President has not con- 
vened Congress in extra session. The Sen- 
ate has been called together for specific 
business. It is not an unorganized body. to 
which an election of officersis needed. ‘The 
Senate is always organized, and its officers 
continue from year to year, without any 
term, other than at the pleasure of the Sen- 
ate. The election of new clerks, therefore, 18 
not a necessity in any sense. 

The Democrats yielded the control of the 
Committees on the casting vote of the Vice- 
President without filibustering, so that the 

tepublicans have the organization of the Sen- 
ate in their hands, all except the clerkships, 
doorkeepers, pages, messengers, cloak-room 
and water-closet waiters, scrub-women, jani- 
tors, spittoon-cleaners, apple-women, and 
pop-corn venders, who are all hold-over 
Democrats; and it’s the possession of these 
exalted posts of honor and places of emolu- 
ment that all the contention is about. It is 
this contemptible struggle over tuppenny of- 
fices that creates and continues the dead- 
lock.“ 

The Senate was convened for the consider- 
ation of such confidential business as the 
President may submit to it. There are 
humerous important public offices vacant 
owing to resignations and to the expiration of 
official terms and to changes proposed by the 
President. The Supreme Court membership 
is so reduced that business cannot be trans- 
acted. The judicial business of several dis- 
tricts is paralyzed because there are no Mar- 
shals. The President has submitted to the 
Senate long lists of appointments to fill 
these vacancies, but the Senate peremptorily 
refuses to hold an executive session, refus- 
ing to consider the only class of business 
which it was convened to consider and the 
only business it was called to transact. 

Let us reverse the case. Suppose the late 
Senate and its officers were Republican, and 
the new Senate Democratic, by the casting 
vote of the Vice-President, and suppose the 
Democratic majority in the new Senate had 
refused for six weeks to consider the nomi- 
nations of the Republican President, leaving 
the judicial, and revenue, and diplomatic 
affairs of the Government in confusion and 
disorder for no other purpose than a scram- 
ble over the question as to which of two gangs 
of officeseekers should draw salaries during 
the vacation. Would not the country pro- 
test against such undignified and disreputa- 
ble partisan conduct, and can the matter be 
in the least changed in popular estimation 
becanse itisa Republican majority which 
obstinately refuses to consider the only legit- 
imate busihess before the Senate ? 

We do not belleve that the country, not 
even the Republican party, either approves 
or indorses the action of the majority of the 
Senate in refusing to act on the President's 
nominations. There is no rational apology 
for the Senate in not devoting a part of each

business. 


will meet with no opposition, and lead to no 
discussion. All these cases might be taken 
up and disposed of in an hour, It is under- 
stood that the President has hundreds of 
other nominations to send in, but is deterred 
by the non-action of the Senate, The Repub- 
lican caucus has assumed a great respousl- 
bility. The country will not approve the 
action of that caucus in neglecting, delaying, 
or refusing to consider public business for 
the reason alleged. 

We can understand Gen. Hawley’s solici- 
tude to recognize and encourage the South- 
ern men who break from the Solid South. 
But that, so far as the distribution of office is 
concerned, may be left to the President and 
to Congress at its regular session. But how 
or why the election of Gorham can promote 
the end sought is not explained. Nor has it 
been explained what would be lost if the 
Senate proceeded each day to consider ex- 
ecutive nominations and the Chinese and 
other treaties before it. After finishing up 
this business it might then resume its strug- 
gle over the picayune offices and run its 
deadlock into the dog-days if it sees proper. 
Indefinitly postponing important public bust 
ness to squabble for weeks or months over 
petty Senate offices is simply disgraceful. 
The sooner the caucus decree is rescinded 
the better for the credit of the Senate. 


SENATOR DAVAS’ REMEDY. 

Senator David Davis has written a letter 
on the top rail of his fence to John Martin, 
of Kansas, editor of the Atchison Champion, 
with reference to the Senatorial! deadlock,“ 
in which he offers some remarkable remedies 
with a sort of judicial oracularity. The Sen- 
ator says that the only solution of the political 
difficulties is in the reorganization of the 
parties, and explains the process thus: 


If the Democratic party would disband, the 
Republican party would fall to pieces, because 
it is only kept together by Federal patronage 
and by the agitation of the sectional question. 
The disbandimg of the Democratic party would 
set the Republican party to quarreling over the 
distribution of patronage and sectional ques- 
tions, and thus its organization would be 
destroyed, and this would open the way for new 
parties, representing the will of the people. 


Unfortunately the first little word “if” in 
the Senator’s declaration vitiates the whole 
of his brilliant scheme. “If the river had 
run dry the fool could have walked across 
without wetting his feet.“ Unfortunately 
for the syllogistic value of his declaration he 
does not tell us when the Democratic party 
is to commit hari-kari, and what is to become 
of its membership. It is a party, an ag- 
gregation of 5,000,000 men, bound compactly 
together by the desire for office. They are a 
unit on that issue, the only variation being 
that some have a more intolerable itch for 
office than others. The Southern wing is 
also held together by its hatred of the Repub- 
licans, who thrashed the Seceshin the War 
of the Rebellion. There are other reasons 
for coherence, such as the State-sovereignty 
dogma, free trade, foreign clannishness as 
with the Irish, family traditions, force of 
habit, and a proclivity for , bourbon and 
Boyrbon politics. When does Senator 
Davis think the Democratic party will 
give up these dogmas, prejudices, and stu- 
pidities? Suppose that it should reorganize, 
would it be upon any other basis than these? 
The new party would still stick to State- 
sovereignty, it would stifl hate Union Re- 
publicanism; it would still hanker after all 
the offices. It would substantially be the 
same party, with the same aims, instincts, 
animosities, reminiseences, and purposes, and 
the same anxieties for the spolls under any 
other name. They would plunder the treas- 
uries of cities, States, and the Nation as they 
have always done when the chance offered. 

The Democratic poppy, by any other 
name, would smell just as itdoes now. Will 
Senator Davis inform us when he thinks the 
Democratic party of New York City, for in- 
stance, will surrender its organization and 
give up its spoils? If the party should go 
out of politics altogether, of course the Re- 
publican party would splitup and fall to 
pieces, for there would de no opposition, no 
antagonism to hold it together, and its princi- 
ples would stand unopposed. 

Senator Davis’ proposition is only the 
smoky dream of his imagination or the wild 
fancy of his too independent mind. The two 
parties are not going to disband at present or 
in the near future. The Democratic party 
will continue its organization and aims, and 
the Republican party will continue to fight 
it many years after the honored Senator is 
gathered to his fathers, and the Senatorial 
fence no longer supports hia ponderous 
weight. There may be little side parties on 
local issues, such as flat nonsense, prohibi- 
tion, or anti-Masonry, but upon all National 
questions the Democratic and Republican 
parties, under their present organizations, 
will continue to dispute long after the Sena- 
tors’s generous avoirdupois has become thin 
as air. There may be other eccentric and in- 
dependent meteors, like Senator Davis, flying 
about in the political firmament, without 
regular orbits, but the two parties will ap- 
pear every season as regularly as the sun and 
moon rise and set. 


A MONETARY PUZZLE. 

What becomes of the gold? 

This is a puzzle about as curious and per- 
plexing as a similar problem some years ago 
when everybody wondered what became of all 
thesilver. The latter mystery was explained 
when the famine in india caused the people of 
that vast domain to bring out and yield up the 
silver they had been hoarding away during 
the previous years. Unfortunately these 
hoardings came back into the open market 
about the same time Germany suspended the 
coinage of silver, and the two events to- 
gether combined to cause the serious dis- 
turbance in the relative value of the two 
monetary metals. 

We fancy that the disappearance of gold is 
to be accounted for in the main by similar 
conditions to those which caused silver to 
disappear in years back. 

The annual addition tothe gold stock of 
this country is, and has been for two or three 
years, simply astounding, and yet small evi- 
dence of it is found on the surface. The 
American minés yieldan average of about 
840,000,000 annually. The estimate of the 
gold imported from abroad for the fiscal year 
ending July, 1881, is $100,000,000. The im- 
ports for 1880 were more than $85,000,000, 
The banks of France and Germany have been 
losing their gold balances at arate which has 
alarmed them, and the same course of trade 
cannot continue much longer without se 
riously depleting the stock of gold in the 
Bank of England. What becomes of all this 
gold when it is lodged in the United States? 

1. The bank reserves in this country are 


gradually absorbing large amounts of gold 


without any special design or effort on the part 
of the banks. People who deposit gold in the 
banks do not cafe to draw it out again under 
our present system of currency, but prefer 
totake greenbacks and bank-notes, which are 
equally valuable and much more convenient. 
Bank-tellers everywhere testify that gold is 
being constantly declined by people who get 
checks cashed. The consequence is, that the 
gold which goes into the banks stays there, 
and probably the time is not far distant when 
the bank reserves in this country will consist 
almost entirely of gold. This is an admirable 
condition of things. With an adequate and 
honest reserve in the National, State, private, 
and savings banks in gold coin, the banking 
system will be on a sound basis, and prepared 
to weather any storms that may come. 

2 It is not unlikety that a quiet but steady 
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burt he, if not even a greater 
proportion, of the President’s nominations 


and important hoarding ot gold has been 
and is still going on among certain classes. 
To the extent that there was any hoarding 
during the eighteen yeafs of exclusively pa- 
per currency, it was gold and silver that 
were put away. Gold is more easily hoarded 
than silver, because it is htdden in smaller 
recesses. The United States contains many 
millions of foreigners who have been in the 
habit of hoarding their savings, and who 
would naturally prefer to put away gold 
rather than silver or paper money, when the 
former is as easily obtained as the latter. 
The sad experience which many of the 
poorer people had with the savings banks a 
few years ago probably encouraged the 
practice of hoarding in this country. How 
much gold is stowed away in vaults, safes, 
iron boxes, drawers, stockings, and bed-ticks, 
no one can tell: but the aggregate must be 
enormous. One thing is certain: the Ameri- 
can people have the gold which the mines 
have been producing and foreign countries 
have been sending here during the past few 
years, and this fund makes a very good, sub- 
stantial foundation for the general prosperity 
that prevails. 
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An Earnest Trifie. 

If the Ptolemaic dynasty of to-day were to 
gather all the sonnets of the English language 
into one library (and it would take a greater oue 
than the Alexandrian to hold them all), and 
then a second Omar should order it fired, 
the world would suffer no very serious loss. 
Some gems there are, but for the most 
part this sort of literature is insufferably 
stupid and prosaic. Especially is this true 
of the sonnets addressed to the moon. One 
of the best hits in “Pinafore” is Capt. Cor- 
coran’s apostrophe to the Queen of the skies. 
The belle of the bumboat and the prolific 
mother of sentimental trash were fitly coupled. 
Notwithstanding all this, the trifle’’ which we 
deem worthy of special mention is a sonnet in 
the latest Atlantic Monthly beginning 0 
Moon.” It is truly a matter of surprise that the 
editor of that magazine did not consign the 
manuscript to the waste-basket without 
finishing the first line, There is, how- 
ever, in it, brief as it is, so much real 
poetry and originality that it may be 
fairly set down as an earnest of the poetry 
of the future. With a fact disclosed by science 
for its inspiration this bud of promise suggests 
the range of poetry from its most substantial 
basis to its sublimest hight. It begins: 

O moon, white spirit of a star long dead. 
We bave here the recognition of a compara- 
tively new fact,—one, we believe, which bas 
never engaged the attention of poets. Indeed. 
the poets shun the results of scientific research, 
evidently looking upon the telescope, the micro- 
scope, and the crucible as the iconociasts of the 
poetic in nature. This tirst line is the iatroduc- 
tion to a vein of thought never worked, but the 
earnest of a perfect bonanza of poetic possi- 
bilities. It is followed by the apposit reflection: 


Not less the séa still swells beneath thy will, 
Thougn cold the beats thy fostering san hath fed, 
Nor less thine orbit that thy pulse is still. 


This is surely a pertinent retiection, and natur- 
ally leads to the inquiry: 


Shall senseless force reign by perfect law? 
Shall matter live and thought alone be lost? 


We thus see fresh scientitic facts leading up 
to philosophical questioning entirely germane to 
the subject and to the supreme problem of all 
the ages. The moon, so long monopolized by 
“jove-lorn swains in maiden bower,” rises be- 
fore us illumined with a new light. Answering 
its own question, the sonnet adds: 


Nay! from this truth a sequence rather dra 
That love outlives the pang which death must cost. 


The philosophical treatment could go no 
farther. It has reached the outer boundary of 
its domain of thought. There are still farther 
possibilities, however, in the poetic develop- 
mentof the idea underlying the first line and 
running through the others quoted. There is 
still untouched the strictly spiritual and human 
evolution of the lunar fact which was so long 
barren of any poetical fruitage, and the sonnet 
closes thus: 


Then yield the white hands to the sacred gra sp 
Which holds them closer than our love can hold. 
Nor hopeless stiriok from that impassioned clasp 
Which eouptes denrest charms to sacred mold. 
bo, freed from eiay, beyond its sad control. 
Ensphered by death, circies the shining soul. 


It bas generally been supposed that nature 
needs the glamor of delusion to adapt itto the 
uses of the poet. “Science,” says Joaquin 
Miller, * knocks the socks out of the poetry of 
nuture.”” But as the world about us loses its 
threadbare robes of old romance, it will need 
the drapery of a new poesy, one suited to the 
altered knowledge of man. The poetry of the 
future has a broad and inviting field before It, 
this sonnet being merely an earnest of what 
may be in store. It is one of those trities which 
suggest far more than they express.

Paris, April 12.—A dispatch from the 
Governor of Algeria states that a portion 
only of Col. Flatters’ expedition was mas- 
sacred, the remainder being prisoners in the 
hands of the Kadours of Ouargla. It is be- 
lieved Col. Flatters himself is a prisoner. 
The Kadours intend to demand an exchange 
of prisoners, they surrendering Col. Flatters 
and other members of the expedition, pro- 
vided the French surrender some of their 
women and children confined in Algeria. 

PROTEST. 

Panis, April 12.—The French Consul-Gen- 
eral at Tunis has protested to the Bey 
against the imputation that France intends 
to dethrone him and occupy the country. 

THE EARTHQUAKE. 
THANKS OF THE TURKISH MINISTER. 

Wasurneton, D. C., April 12.—The Turk- 
ish Minister publishes a card expressing 
“heartfelt. gratitude to the charitable and 
benevolent ladies who make the eloquent 
appeal to the generous American people in 
behalf of his unfortunate countrymen now 
suffering by reason of the terrible disaster in 
Schio.” 


DEPOPULATION. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 12.—Earthquake 
shocks of considerable violence have begun 
again in Schio. Barely twenty houses re- 
main habitable in the whole island. Forty- 
five villages have been destroyed, and the 
population in many localities has absolutely 
disappeared. 

BOSTON. 

Boston, April 12.—The American Board 
of Foreign Missions to-day received a tele- 
gram from their missionary at Smyrna re- 
latmg the terrible disaster at Scio, and ap- 
pealing for aid for the sufferers. The Board 
announced a willingness to receive contri- 
butions. 

ONE THOUSAND KILLED. 

Lonpbon, April 12.—The Times correspond- 
ent in Scio telegraphs: “ 1 have now visited 
or obtained information regarding nearly 
all the villages in the southern half of§the 
island, and I believe the number killed for 
all the villages in question does not much 
exceed 1,000, and is perhaps less.“ 

RUSSIA. 
MASSACRE, 

Bertin, April 12. —It is reported that Naru 
Kissar, the most advanced fort on the road to 
Merv, has been taken by surprise and capt- 
ured by the Tureomans. The entire Russian 
garrison was killed, 

RUSSIAN BAD FAITH. 

Lonpon, April 12.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg says that Gen. Skobeleff, lately at 
Krasnovodsk, has retraced his steps east- 
ward. The News does not attach much po- 
litical importance to the above, but points 
out that it affects Russia's good faith, as Sir 
Charies Dilke stated in the House during the 
Candahar debate, that the first act of the new 
Czar was to recall Skobeleff. 


HUNGARY, 
FLOODS. 

Vienna, April 12.—The floods in Hungary 
are increasing. The waters have soaked and 
undermined the dykes, whici ure giving 
way. The latest news from Szegedin is that 
the outer dyke is in danger, and 2,000 men 
are at work strengthening it. If the outer 
dyke fails the whole country which imme- 
diately surrounds the town will be flooded. 
A high wind would probably drive the 
waves over the dykes and cause a great 
catastrophe.

MINNESOTA. 
Special Dispatchgio The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. PAUL, Minn., April 13.—A good deal of con- 
cern is felt at the slow disappearance of the 
snow and the backwardness of preparation for 
seeding. The following dispatches from corre- 
spondents will be of interest: 

Austin—Here the country is nearly bare of 
snow, aud seeding might begin on many fields if 
farmers feltinaburry. The snow bas gone off 
gradually. and the soil is left in good condition. 
The wheat acreage in Mower County will be 
larger than last year. 

Mankato—Snow going off gradually. Where 
it was not badly drifted it has melted away. and 
left the plowed ground bare. On the grass 
lands there remain six inches to one foot ot 
snow. with fair weather. Farmers could com- 
mence seeding iu about ten days. It has 
snowed here all day, but melted as it fell. It is 
still cloudy, and the indications are of falling 
weuther. 

Owatonna—There is very little 
maining on the ground, only 
side of buildings. Farmers 
prospects for early seed now. Some 
commenced last week. Mr. G. W. 
Buffum sowed six acrea of wheat last Friday. 
The ground is nice and dry. It snowed nearly 
all day to-day, but melted as fast as it came. 

Faribault—The warm weather of the past few 
weeks has gradually melted the suow, until 
none remains except a few old drifts. There 
was alight fall of snow to-day of about half 
un inch with cold wind. Some seeding has al- 
ready been done, and farmers all think the 
prospects are good for early seeding and good 
crop. 

These are trom the Red River Valley: 

Crookston—Seed-time holds off pretty well, 
but any time in the next three weeks will be en- 
tirely satisfactory to our farmers in this locali- 
ty. The snow is disappearing so gradually as to 
give assurance of no food or serious freshet, 
and the preparations for rushing the work of 
putting in the seed when the time arrives are 
adequate and extensive. 

Breckinridge—Considerable bodies of snow 
yet cover the ground, except occasional plowed 
liclds. It is disappearing gradually, and with 
warm days seeding might begin by the Dth. 
The weather is pleasant except spurts of suow- 
flakes. 

Morris—The heavy suow- fall of the past win- 
ter in this region has left a large body on the 
ground. This is disappearing siowly, and here 
and there patcbes of ground appear. There is 
uowa prospect of rain, and this would speedily 
sottle the business. Without rain, and withsuc 
temperature as may be expected seeding may 
begin about the 1. As yet there is no serious 
upprehension of a bad season. There is com- 
paratively little spring plowing todo bere. All 
the fariners are ready fur an active camgaign 
with secders when the snow permits. 

Benson—The snow averages a foot deep. 
Fields are bare in places. Our streets are weil 
thinned out. The weather is rather coid, meit- 
ing a little every day. Where the ground is 
bare, it is all ready to receive the cereal. Three 
days of strong south wind would set one-half 
the farmers in Swift County sowing grain,

Bismarck— snow in the city has entirely 
disappeared, but in the country the ground is 
stil covered. It is warm to-night, and the indi- 
cations for a warm spell of weather are favora- 
ble. The frost beneath the snow in the country 
is all Out of the ground, so that farmers may be- 
win seeding as soon as the snow disappears, prob- 
ubly ubout the 1jth or 20th, live to tea days later 
than usual 

Fargo.—The weather is fiattering this month. 
The snow is melting gradually daily. Sleighing 
is disappearing faust. with less than three inches 
of snow onthe level. It freezes but little at 
night. Bare ground is seen in all directions. 
Seeding will begiu about the 2th, and probably 
be finished by the lth of May. 

Tower City.—There is a good deal of snow on 
the gruss land.

Yankton can kur- 
nish shelter for about 1,00), and it is making 
heroic efforts to supply clothing, fuel, and pro- 
visions from its limited store. As soon as the 
gorge breaks boats can be sent below for sup- 
plies. All the railroads north and west ot bere 
are snowed,in. The damage to steamboat 
»sropérty whl amount to 800,00, including two 
onts sunk, Ave Western and the Tantcuelle. 
The steame’. Penirah, Neliie Peck, Belle He- 
lena, Black Hills, Josephine, Rosebud, Meal, and 
Big Horn are all tying bigh upon the ice and far 
inland. Theyare damaged to the extent of 
$30,000, but will be put afloat as soon as the 
weather will permit, probably inside of thirty 
days. The steamers erry and Far West are 
afloat and in good condition. The losses to 
property in general cannot be estimuted, but 
ure very great. The end is not yet. The season 
of tloods has only begun, and the entire Missouri 
slope is buried in snow.

EMBEZZLEMENT OF PUBLIC FUNDS. 

‘The best way to accomplish this end woula 
be a healthy administration of the law of the 
land. ‘The bill was intended to give a little 
patronage to conntry newspapers and noth- 
ing else. 

After an hour’s discussion the bill was 
amended and ordered reprinted for informa- 
tion. 

Senator Fifer’s bill giving State’s Attor- 


neys a fee of $15 per diem for time consumed 
im the actual preparation and trial of homi- 


cide cases was read a third time and passed. 
It also requires State’s Attorneys to follow 
murder cases on changes of venue to adjoin- 
ing counties, and gives them fees as above 
stated for such service. 

The bill limits the per diem to three days 
for the preparation of a case, and provides 
that it shall not apply to counties of the third 


class. 
JEFFERSON. 

‘Senator Campbell’s bill, dedicating the Jef- 
ferson Insane Asylum to the State, was 
called up on second reading. 

Senator Campbell said it seemed to be evi- 
dent that the State did not evince a desire to 
take proper care of its insane, and asked that 
the bill be passed until it was definitly known 
what the Legislature would do.

CITY OFFICERS.

in case of any vacancy in any of such offices, 
by resignation or otherwise, for the space of 
thirty days, the Mayor shall not make the ap- 
pointment or reappointment, as the case may 
be, without the advice and consent of a 
majority of the members of the City Coun- 
cil. The City Council may, by ordinance not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this act, 
prescribe the duties and define the powers of 
such officers: provided, the term shall not 


exceed two years. 


Senator White said the object of the bill 
was to prevent, as far as possible, the usurpa- 
tion of franchises by corporations.

Senator Hunt said that under the existing 
law the proof of disability on the part of 
prisoners could not be made. While he 
would not vote for this resolution, he would 
do anything to simplify the proof of disabil- 
ity incurred by prisoners. Ile therefore 
moved the reference of the resolution to the 
Committee on Federal Relations, and there’ 
it went. 

Senator Whiting’s resolution authorizing 
the printing of 5,000 copies of the testimony 
taken before the recent railroad investiga- 
tion was read and tabled. The Senate had 
evidently reached the conclusion that Tuk 
TRIBUNE gave all there was in the testimony 
at the usual tariff per copy, and that the 
State’s money could be better spent in other 
ways than by laying it out in extravagant 
use of printer’s ink.

HOUSE. 
A BILL GORGE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., April 12.—The calendar 
this morning showed up seventy bills on sec- 


ond reading, seventy- nine on third reading, 


three on first reading, and eighteen which 
had been temporarily postponed. But the 
House was full,—numerically speaking, of 
course,—and got down to business without 
delay. 

The bill providing for the assignment of 
Appellate Court Judges, pending when the 
House adjourned yesterday, was first taken 
up. Under the present law these Judges are 
assigned by the Supreme Court at will. The 
bill under consideration provides that The 
Judges assigned to the First District shall be 
Circuit Judges from the Second District; 
that the Judges assigned to the Second Dis- 
trict shall be Circuit Judges from the First 
District; that the Judges assigned to the 
Third District shall be Circuit Judges from 
the Fourth District; and that the Judges as- 
signed to the Fourth District shall be 
Circuit Judges from the Third District.“ 
The professed object of the bill is to prevent 
the trial by an Appellate Court Judge of a 
éase which he has been called upon to try in 
his capacity as a Circuit Judge. The objec- 
tion to the bill, as urged by 

‘THE COOK COUNTY MEMBERS, 


was that it would draw away three Circuit 


Court Judges from Cook every three years 
and retard business in a Court which is al- 
ready a year behind on its docket. The bill 
itself, as well as a committee amendment 
striking out the quoted proviso and inserting 
in lieu the words, Said Judges shall not be 
assigned to duty in the Appellate Court of 
the same district in which he or they reside,“ 
occasioned no little discussion. 

Mann, of Vermilion, said it would bea 
hardship to the Appellate Court Judges, 
many of them old men, to remove them from 
their homes and into another district. In or- 
der to meet the object aimed at by the bill, 
and at the same time to prevent such a hard- 
ship as this, he offered the following substi- 
tute for the quoted proviso in the bill: 


Provided, That any appeal taken or writ of er- 
ror prosecuted from the final order, judgment, 
or decree of any Court in any cause heard by any 
of said Appeliate Judges, shall, on the motion of 
either party, be taken to or prosecuted from the 
Appellate Court in an adjoining district. 


The obnoxious committee amendment was 
lost, Mann’s substitute adopted, and the bill 
sent to third reading. 

THE SCHOOL LAW. 

The remainder of the morning anda good 
part of the afternoon session was spent in 
tinkering at the School law, the particular 
instrument used in the process being a bill by 
Peters, of Piatt, about as long as the moral law. 
After being discussed and ameded for hours 
the bill was shoved along to third reading. 
The changes it makes in the present law, 
outside of a number of details that nobody 
cares particularly about, are very few 
and simple. It makes the school year 
end July 30 instead of October, pro- 
vides tor districts changing their 
boundry lines on vote instead of by petition, 
and simplifies the section which prescribes 
the duties of Trustees. The question of ap- 
portioning the school fund on the basis of 
school attendance, instead of as now by the 
census of minors, roused the rural portion of 
the House, and the result was that-the new- 
fangled scheme was knocked out, and the 
fund will be appropriated as heretofore, on 
the basis of the school age. 

CANAL COMPANIES. 
Parish, of Cook, obtained unanimous leave

The remainder of the afternoon was used 
up in discussing a bill introduced by Omar, 
ot Kock Island. which provides that, where a 
jury fails to convict a defendant of the com- 
mission of an offense, but finds that he was 
guilty of the attempt to commit it, he shall 
not be acquitted, but shall be liable to pun- 
ishment as if convicted upon an indictment 
for the attempt. In other words, it dis- 
penses with a new indictment, and enables 
the jury, where it has failed to convict for 
the commission of the offense, to bring in a 
verdict of guilty on the spot for the attempt 
to commit it. 

SOME VERY CURIOUS OBJECTIONS 
were urged against the bill, but the prevail- 
ing sentiment seemed to be that it was in the 
interest of economy and justice, dispensing 
as it does with the expense of a new trial on 
anew indictment, and preventing, what not 
unusually occurs, a mistrial and a skip to 
parts unknown pending the reindictment 
and the second trial. 

A motion by Linegar, of Alexander, to 
strike out the enacting clause was debated 
for some time and informally buried beneath 
an overwhelming chorus of noes. 

Allen, of Whiteside, succeeded in tacking 
on an amendwent allowing State’s Attorneys 
to join in the same indictment a count charg- 
ing the colmission of the offense and one 
charging the attempt. Thus amended the 
bill went to third reading. 

The House then adjourned till to-morrow 
morning.

SENATE AND HOUSE REPUBLICANS. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., April 12.—The joint Re- 
publican caucus of the Senate and House 
called some days age was held to-night in the 
Supreme Court room at the State-llouse, 
The call for the average caucus is somewhat 
indefinit. This was true of the one held 
to night. It was pretty generally understood, 
however, that it had reference to three 
things—namely: The question of apportion- 
ment and final adjournment, and, if there 
was time, the determination of a line of pol- 
icy in regard to the Police and Fire Board 


bill. The attendance, while it did not em- 
brace all the Republicans in both 
Houses, was quite full. Some of 


the members are absent from the city,—a 
good many, in fact. A few others, who have 
made up their minds that the apportionment 
job ought to be finished up at this session, 
held aloof from the fear that the advo- 
cates of 
AN ADJOURNED OR CALLED SESSION 
next winter would capture the caucus 
and bind all who had a lot or parcel 
in it to its @ecrees. Rather than lose the 
privilege of fighting against a return to 
Springfield next winter, with all that 
such a thing implies, and not car- 
ing to buck against the caucus 
on the floor of either House, 
they simply staid away and maintained 
their freedom in case it should become 
necessary to assert it. The proceedings, as 
wafted through a private telephone to the 
ear of a TRIBUNE emissary not far from 
the scene of the disturbance, were, as will 
duly appear, not altogether unanimous. It 
was evident very early after getting under 
way that the party was divided, and that the 
brethren failed to exhibit to anything like an 
alarming extent the sweetness and loveliness 
of dwelling together in unity. Lieut.-Gov. 
Hamilton was elevated to the throne, while 
Senator Marshall and an Egyptian from 
Alexander County were called upon to 
PHOTOGRAPH THE PROCEEDINGS. 

Senator Hunt said the caucus ‘was called 
for the purpose of settling the apportionment 
question, and asked for a call of the roll. 

Senator Marshall readily complied, so far 
as the Republican Senators were concerned, 
but the House man assisting him experienced 
some difficulty in distinguishing the names 
of the sheep from the goats, and called the 
names of a good many Democrats. Twenty- 
eight Senators and sixty-four Represent- 
atives answered to their names, and the ball 
opened, 

Representative Rockwell said there were 
several questions to be settled, and proceeded 
to name them. 80 far as Senatorial appor- 
tionment was concerned, his Committee had 
done nothing but receive suggestions, They 
awaited the action of this caucus. 

Senator Munn said now was the time to 
make the apportionment. To this end, and 
to properly bring the matter before the cau- 
cus, he moved that the various Apportion- 
ment Committees 

GO AHEAD WITH THEIR WORK. 

Representative Chisholm offered a substi- 
tute providing that no action should be taken 
on the apportionment question until Con- 
gress had settled the number the State was 
to have. In discussing the question; Mr. 
Chisholm said it was foolish to go 
ahead now. He had talked with several 
Congressmen on the matter, and, finding that 
there might be nineteen or twenty when 
Congfess passed the bill, believed it would 
be idle work to apportion now. Besides, it 
would be a grave error to apportion at this 
time and have a special session called to 
rectify the errors of the present body. What- 
ever others might do, he was not afraid to 
adjourn without apportionment and face his 
constituents. 

Senator Munn stirred up the menagerie. 
If there was anything in the world he amd his 
people felt anxious about it was the Sena- 
torial apportionment, which

He would allow no caucus to bind him in 
this matter. but proposed to do his duty. The 
question must be settled as to Senatorial ap- 
pointinents, and it was the duty of the Legis- 
lature to stay here until it was done. He 
warned his hearers not to let it be said that 
the Republicans shirked their duty in this 
matter. There was no use dodging the mat- 
ter. If there was a man present who said 
the work could not be done now, let him 
come to the front.

hanging over them, and an uncertainty as to 
whether enough Republican votes can be 
mustered to put the bill through even if it 
were in shape. - On the other hand, the 
wholsome respect for one’s constituents 
has a galling effect which few care to 
longer endure. The members are between 
two fires. What they will do they them- 
selves don’t know. Sizing it all up, it would 
seem that the prospect of making 
the Congressional apportionment this 
session is doomed, that the chances for 
making the Senatorial apportionment are not 
the best, and an extra session with the busi- 
ness restricted to making the two apportion- 
ments together is not unlikely to be 
the outcome. The absentee argument has 


some merit in it, but if the subject 
had been intelligently approached at 
the beginning of the session instead 


ot being delayed month after month, the 
difficulty could have been obviated so far as 
that is concerned, and the Apportionment 
bill sent through without any fear of a slip- 
up. The eyil of dilly-dallying and absentee- 
ism is bearing legitimate frult.

THE NEWBERRY WILL CASE. 

A decision was rendered yesterday morning 
by Judge Tuley m the case of Newberry vs. 
Biatchford, which will give the litigation a new 
life of indefinit duration. After the final de- 
cision of the Supreme Court in January last. 
denying the rehearing, and reversing the de- 
cree of the Court beluw, a motion was made to 
dismiss the original bill, in accordance with the 
decision of the Supreme Court. The case was 
decided by Judge Williams, on demurrer, in 
favor of the complainants, the heirs of the late 
Walter L. Newberry, holding that the estate 
should be divided, one-half togo to the Newberry 
heirs, the other half to the founding of 
a public library. Thee Supreme Court, 
however, held that the estate could 
not be divided until after Mrs. Newberrys 
death, and sustained the demurrer, and directed 
a decree to be entered in accordance with truth 
and justice.“ At the same time the motion to 
dismiss was made before Judge Tuley, cross- mo- 
tions were made for loa ve to amend the bill, and 
also to make the Attorney-General a party de- 
fendant. The latter claimed the bequest to 
found a public library was a gift for a charitable 
use in which the people of the State were inter - 
ested so that he was a peeessary party to the 


suit. The trustees contended that the Supreme 
Court having passed ou the merits of the case 
adversely to the complainants, the lower Court, 
on the mandate of the Supreme Court being 
filed, must dismiss the Dillon a motion to that 
effect being made. 

Judge Tuley then says: 

In the spring of 1880 the mandate of the Su- 
preme Court was tiled in this Court, and a mo- 
tion was made to dismiss the compiainant’s bill. 
Action on the motion was deferred on the sug- 
gestion of compiaivant’s solicitors that an effort 
was being made fora second reheuring of the 


case. 

On the 17th of July, 1880, four out of the seven 
Judges of the Supreme Court tiled with the Clerk 
of that Court an order setting aside the judg- 
ment of reversal entered in February, 1880, and 
directing the cause to be redockeved for a fur- 
ther rehearing. The reason for making the 
order was stated to be that the — 71 of 
February, 1880, was found by a majority of the 
Court, upon further consideration, to have been 
ente up erroneously.’ 

At the January term, 1881, the Supreme Court 
heid that this action of the majority was with- 
out authority, and the motion then made to set 
aside the judgment that had been rendered and 
to grant a rehearing, was denied. 

At the same time a new opinion was filed by 
the Supreme Court modifying the language of 
ita former opinions, but adhering to its jude- 
ment reversi the decree of tnis Court, and 
holding that no division of this estate could be 
made until after the death of Mrs. Newberry. 

The motion to dismiss this bill is again urged. 
Besides the motion to dismiss, there are now 
pending crdss-motions of the complainant, as 
follows: 

1. A motion made last spring for leave to 
amend the bill of complaint. 

2. A motion by complainant for leave to 
amend by making the Atturney-General of the 
State a party defendant. 

3. There is also a petition filed by the Attor- 
ney-General for leave to beeome a party de- 
fendant. 

The grounds of the petition are in substance 
that the bequest to found a public library is a 
gift for a charitabie use, in which the people of 
the State of Iilinois are interested, and that he 
is therefore a necessary party to the suit. 

The trustees. defendants herein, by their 
counsel, contend that the Supreme Court having 
passed upon the merits of the case adversely to 
the complainants, the lower court, upon the 
mandate of the Supreme Court being filed, must 
— the bill on a motion to that effect being 
made. 

It is, however, contended by complainants that 
the cases cited were beard upon bill, answer, ana 
depositions of witnesses, and that in all of these 
cases there was a judgment of the Supreme 
Court remanding the case for further proceed- 
ings in conformity with the opinion of the Su- 
preme Court, while in this case the judgment of 
the Supreme Court was upon a demurrer and it 
is remanded for such further proceedings as to 
law and justice shall appertain.”’ 

So far as the terms of the remanding order of 
the Supreme Court are conoerned, I am of the 
opinion that they mean one and the same thing. 

ben this Court, upon such mandate bei 
filed, undertakes to proceed as to “to law an 
justice shall appertain,” it must proceed in con- 
formity te the opinion of the Supreme Court. 
The law and justice“ of the case is made in the 
record which was before the Supreme Court is 
to be looked for and touud in the opinion ren- 
dered by the Supreme Court, and nowhere eise. 

The Supreme Court could have dismissed the 
bill by the judgment of that Court, but did not 
do so. Having failed todo 80, in what position 
does the case stand in this Court upon the man- 
date of the Supreme Court being filed, and can 
this Court take any other action than to dismiss 
the bill? 

I regard the judgment of the Supreme Court 
reversing the decision herein reudered upon 
overruling the defendant's demurrer as virtual- 
ly a direcaon to sustain the demurrer. 

The case stands nowas upon demurrer with 
the opinion of the Supreme Court that the de- 
murrer sbould be sustained, and that the bill as 
it now stands should be dismissed. lam of the 
opinion thata trial upon demurrer—admitting 
the facts stated to be true—is just as mucha 
trial on the merits as it would be where the facts 
alleged by the bill are denied by an answer, but 
the depositions taken in the case prove the facts 
to be true. 

But before the Court can act upon the man- 
date of the Supreme Court, a third party appears 
in the case and, alleging an interest in the litiga- 
tion, asks that his rights may be passed upon. 
Our Supreme Court bas deciced that by the mod- 
ern practice, any person feeling that he has any 
interest in the litigation may apply to the Court 
and me a party to the suit, provided he 
makes a proper showing. 

The proper showing consists in satisfying the 
Court that he has substantial rights involved in 
the litigation. The complainants iasist that 
the time has arrived for a division of the New- 
berry estate, the complainants to receive one- 
half and the other half to be devoted to the 
founding of a public library, and allege that the 
trustees refuse to make this division. If this is 
true, it would be not only the right but the duty 
of the Attorney-General, on benualf of the peo- 
pie, tointervene. The Attorney-General on be- 
half of the ple basa direct interest in the 
decision of the question in Iftigation—i. e., 
whether or not the time has arriv to make a 
vivision of the estate. If the time has arrived, 
then the trustees are not performing their duty 
as to this public charity, and the right of the 
Attorney-General to intervene or file an in- 
formation would not be questioned. It appears 
to me to no answer to this claim 
of the Attorney-General to intervene to 
say that the Supreme Court has decided 
its opinion that the time has not 
at which the trustees could make a 
legal division of the estate, as the Attorney- 
General was pota party to the suit. It is true 
that if there could be no legal division as to 
complainants’ interests under the will, there can 
be none as to interests represented by the At- 
torney-General, but be has the right to have a 
decision as tu the interest he represents. If A 
and B claim each a balf interest in property 
through the same will or instrument, the de- 
cision by the Supreme Court that A has no in- 
terestin the property cannot bar or prevent B 
from demanding that his claims to the properjy 
shall be passed upon by the courts. It is true 
that this Court might, in its discretion, after the 
Supreme Court bad passed upon the case as be- 
tween the Soa parties to the bill, ret use to 
permit a third party to intervene; but, from the 
indications of a probable change of opinion in 
the Supreme Cuurt, I think any disvretion which 
Ihave in the matter should be exercisedin fa- 
vor of permitting the Attorney-General to de- 
mand in this suit the judgment of the Supreme 
Court as to the rights of the people.

Both officers then had ample power to begin 
such an action. The people, however, were in 
Court, and the objection was bighly technical 
that they bad not been brought into Court prop- 
erly. The detendant was merely brought into 
Court for the purpose of discovering documents 
in his ion, and the same relief could bave 
been obtained by a subpoena duces tecum. The 
suit was properly brought, and the demurrer 
would therefore be overruled.

WHEN A CREDITOR’S BILL WILL LIE 

In the case of Banning vs. Prussing, Judge 
Tuley yesterday decided that an administrator 
could not file a creditor's bill to subject the 
property of a decedent he represented which had 
been fraudulently conveyed to the payment of 
debts against such decedent's estate. This 
was a creditor's bill filed by the adminis- 
trator of the estate of Mathias Hitts 
for the purpose of subjecting certain 
real and personal property of the deceased 
to the payment of the claims allowed against 
the estate. It was alleged that two or three days 
before his death the deceased conveyed certain 
real estate and real-estate securities to his 
children asa gift or advance, and for the pur- 
pose of avoiding payment to his creditors. The 
question was whether such a bill could be main- 


tained by an administrator. The Judge 
said it had been decided that a Dil 
would not lie by an executor or ad- 


ministrator to set aside conveyances of 
real estate. The rule was also well established 
that an administrator or executor bad nothing to 
do with property fraudulently conveyed. e 
administrator stood in the shoes of the deceased, 
and had * same rights as an intestate 
would have. e policy of the law was to pre- 
vent parties who had entered into a fraudulent 
conveyance from setting it aside. As an exe- 
cuted gift to the children for the purpose of de- 
frauding the creditors would be binding on the 
deceased in his lifetime, it was also binding on 
the administrator, who only acquired the rights 
of the deceased. Such a bill might le on be- 
half of the creditors by the creditors themselves. 
but the administrator could not — i 
either as to real or personal property. The de- 
murrer would,therefore, be sustained and the bill 
dismissed.

JAY GOULD ONCE MORE. 

The St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Com- 
pany, writes Eli Perkins, bad a charter, right of 
way, and a 43,000,000-acre land-grant from the 
United States Government to build their rail- 
road on from Vinita in the Indian Nation 
through Albuqurque to San Francisco. They 
transferred the charter to the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fé. A short time after this partnership 
between the St. Louis & San Francisco and the 
Santa FG Roads was announced Jay Gould 
gained possession of the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas and cut off the Southern counections of 
the St. Louisa & San Francisco. Texas freight 
and passengers used to come to Vinita over the 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas and then divide,—a 
portion goiug to St. Louis over the St. Louis & 
San Frauclsco. When Mr. Gould got possession 
of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas, communication 
with the St. Louis Road was cut off. The St. 
Louis enterprise simply ran down to Vinita in 
the Nation and over to Wichita, Kas., and 
stopped. 

it was then that the St. Louis & San Francisco 
people commenced extending their road toward 
Texas. It is now being builtes fast as men can 
grade the track from Plymouth, in Southwestern 
Missouri, down through Arkansas, through Fort 
Smith to Dallas, Texas, where it strikes the 
Houston & Texas Central, and becomes inde- 
pendent of Mr. Gould’s Missouri, Kausas & Texas. 

The St. Louis Road ts now completed to Selig- 
man, Ark. named after Judge Hilton’s Selig- 
man, of New York). This is opposit the famous 
Eureka Springs. where 10,000 people have con- 
centrated within a year and built the newest 
and crudest city in America. 

From Seligman five hundred men are grading 
the track towards Dallas. Mr. Gould, having 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas and lron Mount- 
ain, thought be had all the connections toward 
Texasand Mexico. By next October he will 
find the St. Louis & San Franciseo running from 
St. Louis to Dallas,. Texas, and his monopoly 
over the Southwest will cease. 

Itis thought the Santa Fé people are behind 
the St. Louis & San Francisco financially, as they 
are known to be morally. 


GRAIN AND PROVISION RATES. 

Yesterday morning tho railroads in this city 
which are members of the Joint Executive Com- 
mittee received a dispatch from Commissioner 
Fink that iu the reduction in the rates that went 
into effect yesterday only grain and milifeed 
was included. During the afternoon, however, 
another dispatch was rececivea stating that the 
reduction applied to all articles in Class 8 (grain, 
milifeed, hay, bones, bonedust, etc.). The rail- 
roads had already arrauged their tariffs, accord- 
ing to the last dispatch, on the grounds that the 
reduction could not be applied partially, but 
ne had to include ail articles in eight 
c . 

The city was again full of rumors yesterday 


that grain was being contracted for at BW 
cents. But inquiries at the various offices 
tailed to substantiate the truth of those 


rumors. The railroads emphatically deny that 
any grain is being taken at less than 25 cents 
per WW pounds. They say there is no need. of 
a further reduction, as they get all the business 
they can carry at the above rate. Besides, they 
claim that a lower figure than 25 cents would 
subject the roads to a loss. 

It is generally conceded that a difference of 10 
cents between grain and provision rates is too 
high and cannot be maintained. It is claimed 
that some of the roads are now taking provis- 
ions at W cents. The Joint Executive Com- 
mittee wasin session in New York yesterday, 
and considered the advisability of makinga 
five-cent reduction in eight cass rates (cight 
class includes provisions). Up to last evening it 
had not been learned what conclusion they ar- 
rived at. 


AN ODD QUARREL.

INDIANA.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 12.—The action of 
the Republican caucus last night was attempted 
to be earried out in the Senate to-aay by a 
strenuous effort to pass the pending bill. The 
discussion was animated, and at one time the 
hot-shot was directed between Republicans, very 
much to the amusement of the Democrats. 
Senator Brown, a rampant Democrat, speaking 
tor himseif, said the bill ought not to pass, as it 
was an open violation of a constitutional 
amendment adopted last month. It ignores 
“services” rendered entirely, and makes the 
estimate entirely according to the population. 
As the bil stood it would break up 
a Sheriff in any county of 40,000 inhabitants. It 
was an iniquitous piece of legislation, and those 
who supposed any party capital could be made 
out of it were simply ignoramuses. Bills bad al- 
ready been passed cutting off duplicate mileage 
from Sheriffs and constructive tees from Clerks, 
and it was from these abuses that the outcry 
came from the people. The present bill simply 
discriminates against Sucritts and Clerks in favor 
of Auditors and Treasurers. It should not go to 
the country that the Democratic Representa- 
tives have thrown every obstacle in the way of 
the passage of a fair fee and salary bill. 

To this Senator Chapman, speaking for the 
Republican side, said that the demand for logis- 
lation on this subject has grown louder and 
louder with each recurring General Assembly. 
It was the moral duty of the Republican party 
toenacta fee and salary bill. Kepublican Sen- 
ators and Representatives cannot afford to go 
before the country with the recordof having 
gone back on their campaign promises. 

Thus the debate continued, varied by a lively 
exchange of compliments between Senators, 
untit just before the noon adjournmeat, when 
the Seuute, under the ruling of the Chair. agreed 
to consider the bill, and, underrepeated demands 
for the previous question, the bill was ordered 
eugrossed and made the special order for to- 
morrow morniug. The opinion obtains, how- 
ever, that the bili will not pass. Several Repub-., 
lican Seuators oppose it for the reason that it 
does not deal fairiy with all the counties, and 
their votes, combined with au almost solid Demo- 
cratic vote, are sufficient to defeatit. A ma- 
jority of the Republicans, however, believe that 
it is better to vote for this bill than none at ali, 
on the principle of choosing the lessof two evils.

AN INVENTION OF GREAT VALUE TO THE STEEL 
TRADE. 

The Bessemer Steel Company of the United 
States, (imited), composed of eleven firms, three 
of which have offices in this city,—the North 
Chicago Rolling- Mills, the Union Iron & Steel 
Company, the and Joliet Iron & Steel, Compauy.— 
have recently secured the exclusive right to use 
in this country the Thomas-Gilchrist method, or 
basic process for dephosphorizing iron. The 
price paid was $250,000. The association now 
controls all the patents issued to Thomas. Riely 
and Snelus, as well as that issued to Jacob Reese, 
of Pittsburg, which accomplishes the same thing 

in a different way. 

It would be impossible,” said Mr. O. W. Pot- 
ter, “to give in an interview an idea of the 
process, but I can say that it is one that is ex- 
pected to enable the makers of Bessemer steel to 
use iron ores of this country in manufacturing 
pig to be converted into steel, which cannot now 
be used on account of the bigh percentage ot 
bhosphorus iu them. It has been necessary to 
buy ores that, when made into pigs, would not 
contain over one-tenth of 1 per cent of phos- 
phorus. This process will permit the making of 
just as good steel from pig-iron that bas 2 per 
cent of phosphorus init. At present the high 
phosphoric iron ores in this couutry are eu- 
tirely valueless for the purpose of making 
Bessemer steel. but, througa the medium of the 
basic process they can be made availabie. And 
by its use we believe we can give equaily good 
steel as now at a great deal less price.“

“That was of no particuiar account compared 
with this one.. The two, however, may possibly 
be used in connection.” 

Will you be able to utilize all iron ores that 
do not contain more than 2 per cent of phos- 
phorus?” 

Not ores that contain as much as 2 per cent, 
but ores that will make pig that does not con- 
tain over that quantity. Ores containing 50 per 
cent of of metallic iron, when put into pig may 
contain 4 per cent of phosphorus—perbaps not 
somuch.”

What Mayor Overstolz Said to Mayor 
Ewing, and What Mayor Ewing Said 
to Mayor Overstolz. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., April 12.--The inaugura- 
tion of Mayor Ewing took place to-day. The 
advent of a Republican Mayor is a novelty 
in itself. Beyond this the bread-and-butter 
element has hopes of recognition, and there 
are enough placehunters just now to more 
than ll an audience-room of the dime nsions 
ofthe House of Delegates’ Chamber. Be- 
fore half-past 11 o’clock every seat in the 
lobby had been filled, and on both sides of 
the Speaker’s desk were clustered municipal 
officials. Mayor Overstolz, in giving up the 
position, said to Mayor Ewing: 

You will ind every Department of the city in 
a tiourishing condition. You will be embar- 
rassed by no floating debt. You will find the 
credit of the eity good at home and abroad. You 
will und money in the Treasury. I trust that 
your admiuistration of municipal affairs will be 
as successfulas you can wish. I greet you as 
Mayor of the city. Accept my hearty congratu- 
lations and best wishes. 

In response, Mayor Ewing said: 

lo assuming the duties of Mayor, I appreciate 
the maguitude and importance of the authority 
conferred on me, and acknowledge my obliga- 
tuons to the people who have called me to the 
posiuon. itis my good fortune to succeed one 
whose Administration bas been wise und ef- 
ficient, and to enter upon my official term at a 
season ot general prosperity. The advancing in- 
terests of St. Louis should. in my judgment, be 
personated by a progessive and able administra- 
tion of its local affairs, and to this work | intend 
to give such power as | possess. 


THE GREAT INDIAN.

Learned Legal Arguments on the Duties 


of Election Officers. 


Several Precinct Returns Thrown Out on 


the West Side. 


Murphy Will Contest the Counting-In of Vogt 
on the North Side. 


SOUTH TOWN CANVASS. 

The South Town Canvassing Board entered 
upon the third day of its deliberations yester- 
day atternoon. There was a latge attendance 
of spectators. Supervisor Bacon stated that the 
Board would be giad to hear from any gentle- 
man who desired to enlighten the Board in re- 
gard to its duty. Mr. J. R. Doolittle availed 
himself of the opportunity, and addressed the 
Board at some length. Although the members 
of the Board were candidates for reéiection, the 
speaker had every confidence of their intention 
to canvass the returns honestly and fairly, 
but de thought there were certain points in- 
volved which deserved careful examinativn. 
There were two difficulties in the case, firsta 
failure of the judges of election to take 
the required oath, and second, as to ber- 
tain discrepancies between the tally-sheet and 
the poli-liet. In regard to the first difficulty, the 
speaker said this did not invalidate the return. 
If the Board found that the returns are the gen- 
ume papers prepared by the judges of election, 
they must be admitted, supporting this view by 
quoting The People vs. Hilliard, 29 Illinois, p. 
443. In the case quoted the Supreme Court re- 
moves all obligaton to the validity of returns 
claimea to be defectively sworn to, and decides 
that the jurat can be corrected by the election 
officers before the Canvassing Board. As to the 
second difficuity, Mr. Doolittle quoted from Re- 
vised Statutes, chapter 46, page , and 15 lili- 
nois, page 500, which set forth the manner in 
which the returns shall be made out and speci- 
fying the duties of the judges of eiection. 
The poll-list, the tally-sheet, and the cer- 
tificate of elecuon constitute the returns, and 
all of them must be sent to the Canvassing 

rd, who must canvass each and all of them, 
as records of the election. The Canvassing 
Board can only act ministerially; they have no 
judicial powers (McCrary ou Hilection3, Secs. 
. 83, 84), and must canvass the returns as they 
appeur, nor can they go behind the returns for 
any purpose whatever. They cannot decide be- 
tween two of the papers in case of a discrepancy. 
As to taking evidence upon the manner or 
method of any proceedings of the election, that 
is a prerogative belonging only to a judicial 
tribunal. In the event of a diserepancy, there 
are two decisions, one in the Supreme Court, the 
other in the Appellate Court, as to what amend- 
ment can be made. In the case of Hilliard, 20 
Illinois, page 424, where the jurut was not prop- 
erly executed, it was decided that the defect was 
a formal one and could be amended. As to just 
what formal defects there are the Board can 
and must determine. A formal defect is an 
omission, or an entry made by mistake, a clerical 
error. If the taily-sheet should declare one re- 
sultand the certiticate another, it would ap- 
pear (assuming that all parties had acted in good 
faith) that a cierical error had crept in. If 
an amendment can be made by which the two 
can be sbown to agree, it ought to be allowed. 
The duty of the Canvassing Board clearly is to 
permit only such amendments as do not change 
the result of the election. The Board will be 
loth to reject returys, but how much can these 
returns be amende@l? The judges of election 
can never assemble and make out an amended 
return. The are functus officio, as de- 
cided in the ense of The [People vs. 
McGrath, Chicago Legal Newa, XIIl., page 
2233. Judge McAllister said in that de- 
cision that the electing Board had no right to 
open the envelopes and examine the ballots, and 
that such action on their part was a fraud per 
se, and that the judges of election, having once 
deciared the result, can never declare another, 
that their power is exhausted. The Board may 
change the conclusion to suit the facts, but can 
never change the facts to conform with the 
conclusion. In closing, Mr. Doolittie said that 
the Board will not exclude the returns when 
they are intelligently presented and can be 
made up, and be hoped that they would not fol- 
low the unwise example set them by one of the 
other Canvassing Bourds on the day previous. 

Gen. Thompson here took the floor and deliv- 
ered an elaborate address. He prefaced his re- 
marks by alluding to the Garcelon case, where 
it was decided that if the certiticate of election 
be signed by a majority of the Board and does 
not bear apy appearance of fraud it is valid. 

He agreed with Mr. Doolittle that the returns 
could not be rejected on the ground of a de- 
fective jurat: MeCrary was authority tor the 
ground that the omission to take the oath does 
not vitiate the eiection. Gen. Thompson made 


numerous reterences to a formidable 
pile of rusty legal tomes to show 
that formal Or clerical defects do 


not vitiate. He re giad he was not on this 
Board of Canvass to decide the points of irregu- 
larity. A tally-sheet must have the full num- 
ber of tally- marks. The printed figures at the 
bead of the columns have not the slightest bear- 
ing; they simply indicate results. here there 
isa variation tween the taliy-sheet and the 
return-sheet, he quoted to show that any chan 
Was illegal. No matter whether the motive 
good or bad, any changeis not rmitted by 
law. The judges of election can do nothing to 
help this Board, uniess to correct a simple 
formal defect. The Board does not even need 
their assistance in this particular. But the 
Board cannot inquire of them what took place 
nor bow many votes were cast, DOcause they are 
functus officio. The difficult question before 
the Board is in regard tothe marks on the tally- 
list, but the Board caunot go further back than 
this tally-list. Unless the papers can all be 
made to agree, the Soard can issue no certificate 
of election. All the papers are of equal value, 
and if one is seriously defective they must be 
thrown out. The speaker examined the tally- 
list ot the Sixth Precinct of the Fifth Ward, and 
gave it as his opinion that it ought to be thrown 
out, as far as the return tor Drake and Philpot 
is concerned. 

Mr. Page said that the discrepancies had arisen 
from gross carelesness, if not worse. He thought 
that the tally-list bore on its face the evidence 
of fraud. e advised the Board that it would be 
proper for them to remand the return to the 
proper authorities to make a recount, 

There being no further speeches the Board 


proceeded to examine some of the precincts 
passed at the previous sitting, but heid all the 
discrepancies under advisement. At 5 o'clock 


adjournwent was bad until this afternoon at 2. 


WEST TOWN COURT. 

The West Town Canvassing Bosra met yes- 
terday afternoon to pass on the returns of the 
late town election, which were rejected on the 
first canvass. Mr. J. P. Root appeared as coun- 
sel for the Republican candidates. Messrs. Ryan 
and Jones, the Democratic candidates for Col- 
lector and Town Clerk, were present. A large 
number of the judges of election assembled in 
answer to the summons for them to appear be- 
fore the Board to explain errors. 

The Board was calied to order by Supervisor 
Norden. By advice of counsel, who cited legal 
authorities, the Board decided to abide by the 
poll-book, or certificate of election, requiring 
that it should be signed by all or a majority of 
the judges. 

The judges did not appear before the Board, 
and they grumbled much because they had 
come down to the Town Assessor's office to pass 
an idie afternoon. 

On the point that the certificate of the judges 
is to be taken, Mr. Root referred to the statute 
as positively prescribing the form and to be 
signed by the judges. This certificate is the only 
return known to the law. American Law ot 
33 page 64: 22 Barb., 77; Peopie vs. Head, 


As to the point that the judges cannot change 
the returns or add anything to them, be cited 
the McGrath case, decided by the Appellate 
Court to the effect that after the ballot- box is 
sealed up the judges are functus officio, and 
cited 12 Barb., 217; ® Barb., 55; 21 Onio St., 220; 
2 Minn., 347; 14 Mich., 3300. 

The Seventh Precinct of the Fourteenth Ward 
was accepted, the neglect to fill out the affi- 
davits being declared unnecessary, Schram, 
candidate for Constable, was not named on the 
poll-book, and lost his vote. The Third Precinct 
of the Sixth Ward wasthrown out, the certificate 
of — not being signed, as the statute re- 
quired. 

Mr. Ryan, the Democratic candidate for Col- 
lector, protested against the action of the 
Board, and asked if the returns did not show a 
substantial compliance with the law. 

Mr. Jones wanted to know if voters could be 
disfranchised because the judges and cierks of 
election did not fulfill their duties? 

Mr. Root answered there was no evidence 
of an election. 

The Fourth Precinct of the Sixth Ward was 
counted except the list of Constables, which 
was left out of the poll-book. The Fifth and 
Sixth Precincts of the same ward were admitted, 
the certificate in the latter being signed by a 
majority of the judges. In the Seventh Pre- 
cinct of the Sixth the poll-book did not give the 
list of Constables, but it was explained that they 
were left out for want of time, and were correct 
on the taliy-sheet. The Board

Stocks Open Weak, but Close 
with a Rally. 


Tilden at Work on Manhattan—Union 
Pacific Earnings. 


Chicago Merchants Borrowing on Ac- 
count of Poor Trade. 


The Produce Market Steadier—Provisions

Breadstuffs Stronger, Owing to the Lateness of 
Spring—Grain Closed Higher. 


FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were weak inthe morning. Secretary 
Windom’s financial program was not received 
favorably by Wall street, which does not see 
enough inflation init. Attacks on the whole 
list were made by tbe bears, who forced prices 
off considerably. Heavy realizing sales were 
made. Another split ip the St. Paul pool was 
said to have taken placo. Gould and Vander- 
bilt were trotted out by the rumor mongers as 
sellers of stocks. 

Trouble was reported in the Southwestern 
pool about rates. Managersof the coal roads 
reported orders tively. Mr. Tilden is credited 
with maneuverimg to take the controiof Man- 
hattan from the Metropolitan, and to have 
started as a means to that end the rumor that 
the Manhattan was not making its expenses. 
Vanderbilt, too, wants Manbattan, and has 
been picking it up in order to control it and its 
New York and northern connections. 

Union Pacitic earnings decreased 6100, 000 in 
March on account of storms and noods. 

The market closed strong. 

Texas Pacific ran up from 54% to M. and it 
was announced that Jay Gould had bought Tom 
Scott's interest for $3,000,000 cash, and had been 
elected President. 

Net earnings are now, for the ordinary outside 
stock operator, the unknown quantity in his 
probiem. The Financial Chronicle extracts 
what information on this subject can be gath- 
ered from the scanty figures given out. It is 
known that in the West and Northwest the roads 
suffered not only a loss of gross earnings, but 
an even greater loss in net earnings, on account 
at the heavy expenses that were incurred in the 
removal of the snow apd ice and ip maintaining 
road and rolling-stock. It is particularly un- 
fortunate just now that so few roads wake re- 
ports of net earnings. Those given bolow are 
hardly sufficient in number, or sufficient- 
ly representative in character, to at- 
ford basis for a general estimate. 
Burlington, Cedar Rapids & Northern and Des 
Moines & Fort Dodge make a very poor showing. 
but it should be said that these two are in the 
section that suffered more from storins, etc., 
than any other section of the country. It will 
hardly do, therefore, to take these, the only two 
Western roads in the list, as a criterion for 
other Western roads. As au filustration, while 
the Burlington, Cedar Rapids & Northern shows 
a decrease in gross earnings for the three 
months of $97,000, or more than 18 per cent, the 
Chicago & Northwestern, having had a smaller 
proportion of its territory under the influence of 
the weather, shows a decrease of scarcely 8 per 
cent, the amount being $281,806, and it would 
seem unlikely that it will have to report as 
large a percentage of decrease in uet earnings 
as the Burlington & Northern. The roads in the 
South, as a rule, make a very fair exhibit of net 
earnings—much better for February tban for 
January. St. Louis Iron Mountain & Southern 
shows a decrease in net earnings, but the Com- 
pany is still expending large amounts in improv- 
ing road-bed and tracks. Of the trunk lines we 
have Erie and Pennsylvania, both showing only 
a moderate decrease —the amount for the former 
is, In fact, but $20,000 for the two months If itis 
aliowable to deduee any conclusion from these 
few returns, it would appear to be this: that only 
in the case of the rouds traversing the district 
which suffered most from the weather does the 
juga in net earnings rise to serious proportions, 
while in the case of other roads the loss, if any, 
is moderate.

The imports of merchandise at the Port of 
New York for the week ended Saturday reached 
a value ($5,919,280) which is unusually small, be- 
ing $5,004,531 less than the value of the imports 
of the preceding week, and $3,018,799 less than 
for the same week of 1880. On the other hand, 
the value of merchandise exported from tne 
port for the week ended Tuesday, April 5, was 
$9,044,878, or $1,626,055 more than the value of 


the same week of 1880. The total foreign move- 
ment of merchandise at the port from Jan. 1 to 
the dates named, compared with the same time 
of 188, shows an increase of $14,104,146 in the 
value of the exports, and a decrease of $22.758,- 
739 in the value of the imports. These changes 
show a comparative difference of $21,687,44 in 
favor of New York on the foreign movements, 
other than of securities, since Jan. 1. 

The importations of specie and bullion at 
this port during the week ending Apri: 8 were 
$4,455,373, consisting of $4,454.49 in gold and 
$20.54 iu silver, as against a total of $210,190 for 
the week ending April 10 last year.

About this time, however, the outflow of gold 
from New York will naturally stop, but it is un- 
certain how much of the gold which has gone 
out will return this spring.

Wheat fell off early under free sell- 
ing by a leading iocal firm, and recovered later 
because the Western news was almost unani- 
mously full of bad omens for the next harvest. 
Corn was steady, and oats firmer, while rye was 
strong, but quict, with very little on sale, and 
that mostly in the way of settlement. Pro- 
visions advanced again, though pork did not sell 
so high as the previous day. and there were symp- 
tomsofan effort to pound it down, for a rea- 
son not explained, though gucased at. The weath - 
er was far from being of the spring like order, 
though not so cold as the previous day. Mess 
pork closed ic higher, at $17.15@17.17% for May 
and $17.224%@17.25 for June. Lard closed Tc 
higher, at $11.00@11.02% for May and $11.10@ 
11.12% for June. Short ribs closed steady, at 
$8.25@8.27% for June. Wheat closed Ghee 
higber, at $1.064%@1.06 for May and $1.074%@ 
1.07% for June. Corn closed ‘gc higher, at 4c 
for April and Gee bid for May. Oats ciosed ‘4c 
higher, at Mühe for May and 35\c bid for 
June.

Hows were Wc higher at $5.60@5.90 for licht 
and $5.0006.50 for heavy. Cattle were firm, sell- 
ing at 82.75.00. The demand forstaple and fan- 
cy dry goods continue active. At the leading 
wholesale houses large numbers of buyers are 
to be seen, while the orders by mail and tele- 
graph are pouring in from all quarters. The 
present activity is due in part to the unseason- 
able weather of March, which caused buyers to 
delay their purchases to a later date than usual. 
The general market basa steady and healthy 
tone. There is an increasing movement in boots 
and shoes, clothing, and millinery 
gouds. No specially new features were 
developed in the grocery market. Trade is good 
and improving, and the prices current at the 
close of last week were thoroughly sustained 
all around. Sugars, sirups, molasses, prime cof- 
fees and teas remained firm. The demand for 
foreign and domestic dried fruits was reasona- 
bly active at unchanged values. Ail the staple 
fruits, including prunes, apples, peaches, and 
blackberries, show positive strength. The stock 
of blackberries is light and in few hands, and 
there are no sellers under 9@9\%c. Fish wore 
quoted more quiet, the close of the Leuten sea- 
son being near at hand, but prices were steadily 
held. A fair demand tor butter existed, prices 
ranging as before, Cheese was again reported 
quiet, with skims sellingirregular. The changes 
in the oil merket were confined to an advance 
in carbon of Me. Lard oil was strong. Coal 
and pig-iron were quoted as before. 

The demand for lamber was again reported 
active, with no change in prices. Building ma- 
terial continues in good request and is firih. No 
changes were reported in the broom-corn mar- 
ket. Hay was arain very firm, the supply con- 
tinuing light and the demand more than ordinar- 
ily good for the season. Hides were quiet and 
nominally steady. In the green-fruit market 
considerable trading was done and prices were 
firm throughout the list. But little was doing 
in the wool market, and values are to a great 
extent nominal. Eggs were in active demand. 
and sold quick at 15%4:@lic. Seeds were quiet 
and unchanged. 

Railroad freights are uncertain. The quoted 
rates to New York are doe per 100 ibs on 
provisions and 250 on grain.

IN THE TOILS. 

The brisk north wind has again driven the ice 
to the head of the lake, and packed it together 
and piled it up until much of it is onee more 
firmly grounded in deep water. That such is the 
case at the entrance to Chicago harbor was 
made evident yesterday by the marked change 
in the river current. Although running at a 
three-mile rate, the dirty waters of the river 
seemed to be turned southward into the outer 
barbor or Gowernment basing as soon as they 
reached the end of the south pier just beyond 
the life-saving station, while outside of Light- 
house Slip the water was almost as clear as in 
midlake. 

The return of the icc to this end of the lake 
has made a prisoner of the steam-barge Mary 
Groh, bound hither from South Haven with a 
cargo of bark and miscellaneous treight. The 
Grout left South Haven ats a. m. Monday, and 
for eight hours steamed through open water 
without encountering any ice whatever. About 
7 o'clock ja the evening, however, as she neared 
the harbor, tne immense fields that have been 
prepors with us so long were run into and speed- 
ly brought the craft to a stand-still. The whis- 
tle ot the barge was freely used during the 
early hours of the night, with the expectation 
of attracting one of the harbor tugs and secur- 
ing release from that source, But no assistance 
came, neither could any have been rendered 
even if a tug dad responded to the call. 
The Groh lies about three-quarters 
of a mile distant from the harbor, on a 
direct line between the north pier and 
the Water-Works Crib. The ice ig piled up 
uround her in every direction, and in piaces the 
fantastic hummocks dre fully six feet high. 

re can be no question but that much of this 
ioe is grounded, and several days must there- 
fore elapse before the Groh can get inside. 
Karly yesterday morning Henry Bonn‘and Will- 
iam Nequette, members of the life-saving crew, 
mado their way to the imprisoned steam-barge 
over the ice,and guided to the shore the en- 
gineer of the boat and Capt. William Minter, a 
passenger. An hour later another passenger, 
accompanied by a member uf the boat's crew, 
reached the shore safely over the ice. The Groh 
bas plenty of provisions for a few days’ siege. 
A portion of her cargo consists of veal in the 
carcass. 

Another victim of the return of the ice is the 
Goodrich Line propeller Oconto; but she ties 
moored at the Compent © dock, heavily freight- 
ed, ready to leave for north at an hour's no- 
tice. She is a Victim to the extent that serious 
delays are aggravatingly expensive. Prior to 
coming here she lost nearly a fortnight of valua- 
ble time at Milwaukee awaiting news of the 
shifting of the ice. ‘

VESSEL-OWNERS VERSUS SAILORS. 

The following remarks made by a vessel-owner 
toareporter of the Cleveland Herald explain 
the attitude of the newly-formed vessel associ- 
ations toward the sailors: 

The ship-owners in Cleveland, Chicago, De- 
troit, Buffalo, Toledo, and other lake cities have 
taken this means to protect themselves. For 
justance, they employed a shipmaster here, as 
has been done in the other places. It will be 
their duty to procure good sailorsior us when 
we waut them. Whether they are non-Uniona or 
Union men we do not ask. ° ship-owners do 
not purpose being dictated to as to what kind of 
men they shall hire or what not hire. If one of 
their vessels comes into port and isin need of a 
sailor they intend to go tono Union to ask the 

srmission or advice as to what man to employ. 
The trouble is right bere. The Union con- 
trols probably a majority of the sailors. 
Well, there are a good many men who are 


neither in sympathy nor alliance with it, but 


who are neverthcless good, hard-working meu. 
anxious for steady employment, and who are 
decidedly averse to loating around the docks 
half of the season because they cannot get a 
certain price demanded by the Union. The sbip 
owners are willing to pay good living wages, but 
object to the dictation of the Union. The Union 
men show poor judgment, I think, in this boy- 
cotting,’ as they call it, of Mr. Rumsey. 

“I do not anticipate anything very serious 
during the season. Yet there are many desper- 
ate men in sympathy, if you call it that, with 
the Union, who; unable to argue or be con- 
vioced by argument, will not hesitate at vio- 
lence, ip-owners may cxperience some 
difficulty in gettmg good non-Uniou men, but 1 
think that difficulty will soon be overcome. The 
Association does not object to Union men byany 
means. But if one sailor is employed on a ves- 
sel whois nota Union man that will keep all 
Union men from taking work on that vessel, as 
the rules of the Union will not, of course, allow 
a member to associate with a non- Union sailor.”

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A Superabundance of Water in the 
Southwest Part of the

A General Deluging of Basements to the 
Extent of Two Feet. 


Suburban life, in many respects delightful, 
bas its drawbacks. It is pleasant in the sum- 
mer to sit on the vine-clad porch within hearing 
of the lake's shore murmurings and to know 
that the city, where one’s business interests cen- 
tre, lies but half an hour distant; but in the 
winter months, when the road between home 
and station has to be plowed through a foot of 
snow, with occasional six-foot drifts, the charm 
of country life vanishes. The discomforts of 
winter and of a tardy spring are, perhaps, even 
more felt by the residents of the city outskirta, 
where often the disagreeables of both city and 


country life combine to make life miserable. 

A TRIBUNE reporter yesterday afternoon paid 
a visit to the far Weat Side with a view to ascer- 
taining to what extent the inhabitants of that re- 
gion were suffering from the collections of water 
which usually occur there in the spring time, 
and which. on account of the large quantity of 
snow which fell during the winter, promised to 
be unusually large this season. He went out by 
way of Madison street, and his observations, 
while en route between Western avenue and the 
eud of the line at Central Park, showed that all 
danger of a ti was past. o vrairie was 
very clear of snow. the white patches appeur- 
ing only in the ditches and in spots where drifts 
bad guthered during the winter. Stretches of 
water occurred here and there upon the lowest 
lands, but they were shallow, and the ditch sys- 
tem seemed fully equal to the task of drainage. 

After California avenue was 
road track ran between nel streams of 
water which conducted the prairie overflow 
rapidly in the direction of the city, where the 
city sewers dis of it effectually. The 
driver of the transfer car from Western avenue 
to the park informed the reporter that soine 
days previously the residents on the cross- 
streets had had considerable trouble on account 
of the accumulations of water,andin many 
cases whole families were imprisoned in their 
houses for days at a time, while the heads of the 
houses had to wade their way to the cars in high 
gum boots over floating sidewalks, which were 
only keptin position by stakes driven into the 
ground at their sides and ends. 

Of course the cellars were flooded, and in sev- 
eral cases where the basemeuts were occupied 
the families were obliged to seek 

REFUGE IN THE UPPER STORIES, 
causing a doubling up of families and furniture 
which was anything but agreeable to all parties 
concerned. This was the case ina good many 
houses an Madison street, where reminders of 
the tiood were stili visible in the shape of im- 
promptu plank bridges connecting the car- 
tracks with the sidewalk. 

Still it was evident here that the worst was 
over, and that there was not snow enough left 
to cause a recurrence of the trouble. A visit 
was accordingly paid tothe endof the Ogden 
avenue car-line on Western avenue, where the 
aspect of affairs was very much more watery. 
On the way down Western avenue it became ap- 
parent that tne dramage of the western part of 
the city was mainly in the southern direction, 
the slope from Madison street tothe fork of 
the South Branch proving a capital water-shed. 
With every block passed the accumulation of 
water in the ditches increased in volume, each 
of the side streets adding its formidable quota. 
Getting on towards Twelfth street standing 
poois of water in the vacant blocks showed that, 
swift and deep as were the twin currents which 
surged along both sides of the avenue, they still 
had considerable work to do before the surplus 
water was cagried off, while in the distant south 
it was evideut that the prairie was one vast lake. 
Between Tuylor and Fillmore streets the vacant 
lots on the east side of the avenue were found 
to be cove with water. In this locality the 
reporter called upon Dr, A. K. Smith, residing 
at No. 485 Western avenue, who informed bim 
that he had come just two days late to enjoy u 
scene of intense excitement. 

We had a regular flood Sunday,” he said. 
“It began at 3 o'clock Saturday afternoon, and 
reached its full bigbt on Sunday evening, when 
it remained stationary uatil Monday morning. 
The whole prairie as far as Polk street to the 
north was submerged; nota blade of grass was 
tobe seen. Every basement was flooded, and 
those which had families tiving’ in them had to 
be vacated. The sidewalks were all afloat, and 
the boys were using them as rafts. The people 
became alarmed, and it really looked as though 
the whole street would be submerged and the 
neigbborhood cut off trom the rest of the city.” 

Ho did you get relief? 

„We ſ communicated with the Board of Public 
Works and they sent down gangsof men whocut 
four ditebes through the avenue, which at once 
gave relief to the accumulations. Hundreds of 
people came here on Sunday to enjoy a sight of 
the Hood. ä 

The reporter visited the ditches, four of which 
had been cut between Harvard and Grenshaw 
streets,—a distance of three biocks,—and found 
that they were very @fectually tapping the 
main artery along the western side of the 
avenue. The water ture through the impro- 
vised ditches and joined the stream on the 
easiern side, but even these four outiets did not 
seem to appreciably dimimish the volume of the 
main stream, which at Twelfth street surged 
along like a young river at a speed of about 
three milesan bour, and with an average width 
vi nine feet and depth of about four feet. 

At Grenshaw street the prairie was floodcd 
completely. The vacant block inclosed by 
Western and Campbell avenues and Twelfth and 
Grenshaw streets wasa rectangular lake with- 
out even the top of a blade of grass showing 
above its surface to indicate that land salable 
by the front foot was lying a few feet below. A 
coliection of residences on the triangle inclosed 
by Ogden and Twelfth streets and California 
avenue presented

their walls rising direct from the surrounding 
waters. The reporter entered the basement of 
one of the houses where N lady, who was good- 
naturedly making as light as possible of the 
trouble she had endured, was busily engaged in 
cleaning house after the ‘flood. The family had 
been obliged to retire before the encroaching 
water. Carpets were ripped up, beds taken 
down, bureaus dismantted, stoves disjointed, 
and carried up-stairs, where the other family 
concentrated itself in order to give two rooms 
to the victims and their effects. The water had 
evidently stood two feet deep in the basement. 
its highest point being clearly marked upon the 
caicimined walls. Upon betne congratulated 
upon the cheerfulness with which she accepted 
the situation, the lady stated that if she had 
suffered alone she would not perhaps have been 
so pleasant, but hundreds of families had borne 
the same inconveniences, and, as far as she bad 
been abie to learn, they were all delighted that 
the Hood had subsided so quickly, and that the 
disaster had not proved more serious. 

Below Twelfth street the ditch tore on its way 
like a mill-race. At each cuivert it plunged un- 
der the arch with a swirl that sucked under stray 
boughs and planks with the force of a mael- 
strom, and at the other end it emerged in waves 
and @ddies that would docredit to an ordinary 
mountain torrent. Open sewer-caps sucked offt 
its waters at each street-crossing, but withou 
decreasing its volume, which was continuously 
sustained by the vastness of the surrounding 
waters which emptied themselves by the lateral 
ditches on the streets running east and west. As 
far as the eye could reach the river kept on its 
course and the sight directed towards the south 
could not detect any other break in the watery 
surface than the long lines of the intersecting 
streets and the houses which seemed to be iloat- 
* upon the watery waste. 

‘he removal of the water is now of course 
merely a question of time. Every facility has 
been given the accumulation to drain off, and, 
as there is but little snow to melt in the neigh- 
borhood, the chances are pretty certain that no 
recurrence of the troubles of last Saturday and 
Sunday will take place. 


MILWAUKEE AVENUE. 

It is generally the case, when Chicago shows 
any disposition to crawl under water, that evi- 
dences of the fact are painfully apparent along 
the suburban extremity of Milwaukee avenue. 
Just at present, however, that thoroughfare 
seems less inclined than usual to sub- 
merge itself. Of course, like any other ar- 
tery of the city, it is running with 
mud and muck, and young ladies who 
are ventvresome enough to cross it do go to the 
intense edification of chance male spectators, 
for skirts must be lifted to avoid contamination 
with the sea of slush and dirt. If yesterday had 
beer a little warmer the snow which fell the day 
before and the ice already ou the ground would 
have combined to do more in the way of flooding 
things, but, as it was, overflows occurred only at 
very rare intervals along Milwaukee avenue. 
The praire lands out near the car stables were 
pretty well drowned out, and a few frame cot- 
tages in this neighborhood were surrounded by 
water, which tried hard to find its way in over 
the door-sills. The. pavements, too, in this 
locality were some of them more like bridges 
than anything else, and it would not take much 
of an additional rise to float a few of them 
away,

For Supreme Judge—Stanley Matthews 


Stanley Matthews, in 1876, was a candidate for 
Congress in the Second Congressional District of 
Ohio, one of the Cincinnati districts. During the 
campaign Col. Ingersoll, in a speech at Cincin- 
nati, denounced the Democratic party as a pro- 
slavery part * and his remarks drew forth from 
the Hon. E. W. Kittredge, then and now a prom- 
neut lawyer and politician of Cincinnati, a com- 
munication to the Cincinnati Commercial which 
wives an interest reminiscence of pro-slavery 
times before the War, when Stanley Matthews 
was serving as James Buchanan's District-At-

question is bere republished. When it is remem- 
bered that Mr. Matthews in the forties was a 
Free-Soiler, and editor of an Abolition paper 
and a protégé of Salmon P. Chase, and as suc 
elected Clerk in the Ohio Legislature, the inci- 
dent given by Mr. Kittredge becomes doubly in- 
terest at this time. Many would dacht that 
it on illustrates the general vacillating course 
of Mr. Matthews upon any question of litics 
or partyism with which he has ever been identi- 
fied. Not the least strange thing is the fact that 
President Garfieid, the successor of Joshua K. 


Giddings in the most rabid anti-slavery district. 


in the Union, should nominate fora high posi- 
tion one who, ina brief period, was both anti 
and pro slavery, and who, in a most unusual 
manner, convicted and imprisoned a fellow-be- 
ing for doing an act of commun humanity for- 
bidden by the Fugitive-Slave law. Mr. Kit- 
tredge says: 

Let me present a reminiscence of the times 
to which Mr. Ingersoll refers that will be in the 
memory of very many of your readers. In 
1857. iam B. Connolly, then a local re- 
porter of the Cincinnati Gazette, was indicted in 
the District Court of the United States in this 
city for the crime of giving a cup of cold water 
and a crust of bread toa young mulatto and his 
wife who were endeavoring to be free. The 
man’s names I believe, was Brodstreet, and the 
United States Marshal captured him after a 
bloody fight, in which the negro was sbot in 
Connolly’s room. The human beings,’ or what 
was left of them, were remanded under the 
Fugitive Slave law, and the prosecution against 
Connolly was instituted to avenge his crime 
against society. At his trial in the United 
States Court, a jury was impaneled, with two 
United States Deputy Marshais on it, and upon 
the proof it was shown that the human beings 
endeavoring to be tree had found sheiter over 
night in his (Connolly's) room, and had been fur- 
nished by somebody with bread and water. But 
the evidence failed to show that Connolly had 
been guilty of the crime of furnishing it, or that 
he bad any guilty knowledge of the human be- 
ings in his room that night. 

“Thereupon the attorney for the Nation,’ 
the Hon. Stanley Matthews, put bis hand in his 
pocket and produced a letter which Connolly. 
who was a Mason, it appeared. had addressed to 
the Hon. Stanley Mattbews asa brother Mason, 
in which Connolly admitted that, while he had 
nothing to do with the escape of these human 
beings, and Knew pothing of them till they 
knocked at his door in the nighttime, he had in- 
deed given them the shelter and bread and 
water which constituted the gist of his crime. 
Connolly represented that he was poor, that bis 
prosecution would be peculiarly a bardshbip, and 
appealed to the merciful consideration of the 
prosecutor under the circumstances. The hand- 
writing of the letter baving been established. 
upon the strength of it the jury, with two Dep- 
uty Marshals upon it, were enabled to find poor 
Connolly guilty,and he was sentenced to the 
jailof this county, where he expiated his or- 
fense by serving his sentence. It is an interest- 
ing case, in that, 80 far as I know or can find 
out, it is the only instance on record ip all the 
country in which a man was convicted and pun- 
ished for the crime of giving a cup of cold wa- 
ter and a crust of bread to a human being en- 
deavoring to be free. Your readers will find 
thesame fully reported in the Cinciunati Ga- 
zette and Commercial of that day.“ 

The editor of the Commercial, upon Mr. Kit- 
tredge's communication, did not deny the inci- 
deut, but apoiigized for it.

Let it is a singular fact that this 
Republican nominee bas all or pearly all of the 
Democratic Senators pledged to vote for bis 
coutirmation, hoping to secure enough Repub- 
lican Senators to give him the required majority.

DAKOTA. 


The Winter—Stock—Good Crops Pre- 
dicted—Immense Increase of Popula- 
tion—-Raliways—A New State. 

Judge W. W. Brookings, of Sioux Falls, Dak.. 
is spending some time in the city, at No. 7 Park 
avenue, and gave the following facts in regard 
to the winter and other important matters in re- 
gard to that Territory to a TRIBUNE reporter: 

What kind of a winter have you had in your 
section of Dakota?’ 

“The longest and most severe in my experi- 
ence, having lived in the Territory for the last 
twenty-four yeara. I think more snow has 
fallen in Southern Dakota since the 15th Octo- 
ber last than in the entire ten winters previous.” 

“Has there been much sulfering and loss of 
stock? 

In «solated places and where parties had re- 
cently settied in the country there must have 
been suffering for want of fuel and perhaps 
food, but generally our people had sufficient 
toud, and by rigid economy in the use of fuel 
would have evough to prevent suffering. In the 
southern and eastern portions of the Territory 
where stock is provided with shelter and hay 
but few have died; in the western part, how- 
ever, where stock grazes through the year and 
are not provided with hay there has been a heavy 
1088. although | am informed that around and 
in the Black Hills but little loss of stock has 
been sustained, the winter hus been much miider 
thanin the eastern partof the Territory, and 
that spring was sufficiently advanced the middle 
of March to sow small grain.“ 

“ Will the past winter have a tendency to re- 
tard the growth of the Territory?’ 

“No; I look upon the deep snow-fall as 
beneticial. The heavy fall of snow during the 
winter ot 1856-'57,and the seven years foliow- 
ing it were years ‘of abundant crops, plentiful 
fails of rain, and no grasshoppers or other in- 
jurious insects. Glorious crops followed, and 
with the vast increace of settiers now populat- 
ing our Territory a repetition of such narvests 
will more than compensate for all the losses of 
the past winter. We have many shallow lakes, 
—some of which have partially, others entirely, 
dried out inthe past few years,—allof these 
willbe again filled, and will be of the utmost 
benefit to the country. Dakota rarely suffers 
from too much wet but rather the reverse, con- 
sequently these reservoirs of water increases our 
rainfall, and with sufficient moisture no country 
on the globe can surpuss Dakota in the immense 
yield of crops. There u no stock 
country.“ 

Wat are the prospects of Sioux Falls?“ * 

“Remarkably good! A party of New York and 
English capitalists are improving the water- 
power to its full extent. They are builing oue 
of the finest tiouring-milis in the United States, 
and the third in capacity. The amount of 888. 
O will be expended for Government buildings 
there this season.“ 

“What do you think of the division of the 
Territory and the admission of any portion asa 
State? 

“More than nine-tenths of our people want 
the Territory divided on the 46th parallel of 
latitude, giving the southern part 81,000 square 
miles and the north part 70,000, with a popula- 
tion of 110,000 in the former portion, and in the 
latter 40,000. As soon as Congress could pass an 
enabling act and the people of the southern 
part form and vote on a constitution the popu- 
lation would exceed the uired complement 
for a State, and within two years the northern 
part would have the requisit population.” 

“ Upon what facts can you base your predic- 
tion of such an increase? 

“The growtn of Dakota, by the census of 
1880, for the last ten years was 854 r cent, 
nearly three times as great as any other State 
or Territory. The most of this growth has been 
in the last three years, and at the same rate 
of increase my predictions would be more 
than verified. s emigration to Dakota in the 
next five years will be immense. I will read you 
an extract from a letter just received from the 
Hon. A. S. Phillips, United States Consul at Fort 
Erie, Canada: t week between thirty and 
forty citizens left this county for Dakota, taking 
$100,000 in property and money. From another 
point further inland, in one day 198 persons, with 
nine car-loads of Ive stock, left Canada for 
Dakota. From another point thirty-two in 
number, and soon. The emigration to Dakota 
from Ontario is something marvelous.’ This is 
only from one section. Even Consul Phillip 
has caught the infection, and after holding the 
oftice of Consul at Fort Erie for twelve years he 
has resigned, and will make Sioux Falls his 
future home. Last year 680 miles of railroad 
were constructed in Dakota, leading all other 
States and Territories.

some of the Novelties to Be Found in 


The Stationer and Confectioner „ and Their 
Lines of Attractions. 


Among the many indications of the growth of 
popular taste none perhaps is more striking 
than the improvement which has been made 
within the past fow years in the artistic quality 
of the fancy wares appropriate to peculiar sea- 


sons of the year. At Christmas and New Year 


the congratulations passing between those sep- 
arated by distance are improved by the presence 
in the same envelope of a pretty picture of 
some suggestive scene,—a simple little card 
“chromo”. perhaps, and yet a rich and 
artistic piece of coloring and drawing, 
which ratifies the esthetic tastes of 
the recipient at the same time that it assures 
him of the loyal friendship of the sender. Even 
the annual flood of valentines—with the excep- 
tion ot those which are intended to be satirical 
and which are as coarse of design and as rude 
of execution as they were twenty years ago— 
give proof of the advance in artistic apprecia- 
tion. 

It is, perhaps, in 

THE PICTORIAL DEVICES 

which are gotten up to commemorate the season 
of Easter that this advance is most apparent. 
One reason of this may be that the artists who 
design the picture-cards find in the subject a 
wider scope for their work than is pro- 
vided in any of the other seasons. The 
Christmas itegends are full of beautiful 
suggestions of course, but they are inseparabie 
from the chilling and colorless presence of win- 
ter, while the artist who has to produce an 
Easter novelty can tairly revel in the delights 
and beauties of early spring, with its verdure, 
and flowers, and birds giving opportunities of 
color-com bination. 

A TRIBUNE reporter yesterday inspected a 
full stock of Easter cards, all of which gave 
very beautiful expressions of the Scriptural 
truths and mythicai lore belonging to the sacred 
anniversary. cards—printed chromos of 
course—ran in price from tive cents up to $2, 
and the spirit of refining and edifying art pre- 
valled throughout the whole collection. ven 
the tiny tive-cent affair was a delightful design 
carried into execution with a strength of draw- 
ing and richness of color that made it worthy of 
a close inspection. A simple scene only was repre- 
sented,—a tiny lake of blue, toned with the 
shadow of brown mountains beyond; in the 
foreground two storks standing among the 
reeds in the shallow, and a third wheeling a 
flight against the blue sky abeve,—yet so well 
represented as to challenge the admiration and 
to foree the conclusion, after more ambitious 
and expensive pictures had been examined, that 
they excelled itonly in the scope of their de- 
sign. 

Perhaps the favorit subject of the Easter 
artist is the dove,—generally of the snow-white 
description,—and this beautiful emblem of the 
season is introduced in a variety of pretty 
scenes in which the woodland beauties of the 
spring are faithfully reproduced. The essentiai 
egg, Loo, in its nest of brown embowered among 

ale green foliage, provides a fruitful subject 
or artistic reproduction. 

Then come

the pansies, lilies. gzeraniums, nasturtiums, lilies 
of the Valley, tulips, daisies, honeysuckies, for- 
get-me-nots and others.+which the artist-ae- 
signer has a wide field to select beauties of form 
and color for bis compositions. 

Among the more expensive cards of the col- 
lection was one bearing a design which combined 
the suggestive oval of the egg with the grace- 
ful beauties of the most beautiful ot spring 
flowers. The card was of book-shape and on the 
cover daisies were clustered in the shape of an 
egg. across which extended a band of violets 
with the words “Easter Greeting.” On the 
other side exquisitly colored buttertiies on the 
wing adorned the page. The inside of this ele- 
— card contained a m on Sp by 

r. William Crosswell, and another on Easter 
by Bishop Mant. 

Another was in the shape of a Maltese cross, 
which opened, disclosing some twenty leaves, 
each of which contained in the centre an entire 
poem, while an appropriate illuminated text 
was found upon each of the arms of the cross. 

Besides the printed chromos were to be seen a 
number of hand-painted cards of excellent exe- 
cution. Most of them came from the East, but 
— which are soid here are the work of local 
artists. 

A very pretty Easter picture—a nest with 
three tiny speckied eggs haif concealed by a 
cluster of lilucs-—-of about two inches square, 
painted on porcelain and mounted on a delicate- 
ly carved frame of ebony, Was, perha the 
neatest of the hand-painted pieces which came 
under the reporter's uttention. 

Not only have painting and chromo-printing 
beeu employed in the production of Easter ele- 
gancies, but the sister art of decorative needle- 
work has been employed with good effect in the 
adornment of sachets in the designs appro- 
priate to the season. These are the most ex- 
pensive of all the Easter luxuries. Here are to 

seen richiy-tinted satins with velvet Hands, 
bearing mottoes and devices worked 80 cun- 
ninglv in red, and gold. and lavender silk as to 
seem like painting. One of the most beautiful 
of these was a sachet in lavender silk and vel- 
vet, edged with white silk curd and tassels. 
In the centre a dahlia and leaves was worked, 
and above it iu goid and dark lavender silk the 
letters I. H. 8. 

Such are the artistic wares with which the 
stationer and bookseller provides an annual 
temptation to bis customers, but it must not be 
forgotten that be has a rival at this time in the 
person of 

THE CONFECTIONER, 

who also has his Easter offerings forsale. The 
stationer's designs are all of the serious char- 
acter, dealing with the Biblical rather than the 
mythological side of the feast. The reverse is 
the case with the confectioner, whose wares re- 
ect chietly the spirit of the legends which those 
born in foreign lands especially associate with 
the season. ‘The German youngster is taught to 
credit the stork with being the beneficent pro- 
vider of the ever-weicome new baby. and in the 
various compositions this bird is produced with 
good effect. In one little piece of wax-work a 
pair of the waders are seen standingin the 
water picking out from it the little babies which 
are awaiting with extended arms the attenuons 
of the adopting birds. In another u cupid is 
seated upon a chair writing, and over his shoul- 
der leuns a tall stork which is dictating the 
names of peopie who are to be blessed with of- 
ferings during the —— year. 

The stork is the reputed provider of the baby. 
but the rabbit bas the enviable credit of having 
batched him from the egg. Hence both the 
rabbit and the egg are popular subjects of the 
artistic branch of the confectionery trade. The 
egg appears in a profuse variety of shapes. 
There is the five-cent composition eng which 
opens and shuts, and can be made to contain a 
little fistful of Easter candies, and again there 
is the silk- covered and hand-painted egg which 
will hold a couple of pounds of bon-bons, and 
which sells at the price of $10.

naturally gives rise to many humorous composi- 
tions. Bursted egga, with a little bald bead 
popping out of one end and a pairof tiny feet 
peeping out of the other, groups of rabbits and 
babies and empty egg-sheils, shell-entangied 
babies clutching at the backs of rabbits, which 
are rushing with them at break-neck pace in the 
direction of the waiting stork: e that 
unscrew and allow a baby to jump out Mor tho 
manner of a Jack- in- the- box. — such are a few of 
the designs which represent the quaint tradition. 

en there are eggs of all variety of size 
and adornment. To the trade the sizes are 
graded as follows: First come the roc eg 
which are the largest, and then in due order the 
ostrich, goose, duck, chicken, pigeon. and small 
bird-eggs, and in ordering stuck an importer has 
only to mention which of these he desires to 
secure its proper filling. 

The roc egg is the most expensive of all. The 
body is of gum-paste only, but this is artistical- 
ly covered with silk which is embossed and hand- 
painted, after which it retails at $5. Cheup va- 
rieties of the form of Sinbad's bird can be pur- 
chased at 25 cents. The actual egg. colored. isa 
favorit, and, when hand-painted with a design 
of Easter tlowers, makes a very pretty offering. 

A novelty in the egg line which bas just made 
its appearance is one which, when held up to 
the light, is found to contain a panorama. Ten 
cents will buy a littie one, but big ones,—the 
rucs,—with a scene inside that contains all the 
colors of the rainbow, and a frame of intricate 
sugar-work and real lace, costs $10.
